Only Seven Battleships to Make 
} Winter Cruise to Europe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The whole 
Atlantic fleet is not to go to the Medi- 
terranean for the projected Winter 
cruise. Only seven battleships will make 
the voyage. The-decision disappoints 
the officers and crews of the other 
thirteen ships who will have to stay at 
home stations or on the hot and stifling 
duty of watching Mexican ports. 

The seven ships that will make the 
voyage are the Wyoming, Vermont, 
Ohio, Arkansas, Florida, Utah, and the 
Delaware. They will assemble at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard and sail Oct. 25. 
| Admiral Badger’s flagship, the Wyo- 
ming, will go directly to Malta, which 
she will reach probably about Nov. 8. 
The Vermont and Ohio will proceed lo 
Marseilles, France; the Arkansas and 
Florida to Naples, Italy, and the Utah 
and Delaware to Villefranche, France. 
| The. fleet will be accompanied by the 
new colliers Jason, Cyclops, and Orion, 
the supply ship Celtic, and“the hospital 
ship Solace. 

The fleet will proceed at an easy 
speed, not over twelve knots an hour, 
land will not stop at Gibraltar. ‘he 
| Wyoming wili lie at Malta three days, 
{and on Nov. 11 sail for Naples, where 
she will remain until Nov. 18, when she 
will sail for Villefranche. The fleet

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Many !m- 
portant developments to-day marked the 
most stirring session the Senate has yet 
devoted to the consideration of the 
Tariff bill. The income tax section was 
the immediate issue, and a revolt of 
radical Democrats to-night threatens 
amendments to that provision of a far- 
reaching character. 
| Joining with the progressive Repub- 
jlicans, the radicals of the majority ae- 
mand that the levy on large incomes be 
raised far beyond the 4 per cent. pro- 
posed as the highest rate in the Un- 
derwood bill. On a vote this morning 
on Senator La Follette’s amendment 
graduating the tax up to a-10 per cent. 
level, Senator Vardaman of Mississippi, 
considered an extreme radical, bolted 
his party, while three other Democrats 
intimated that they only refrained from 
doing likewise because they hoped the 
Finance Committee would recommend 
increases.

Simi- 
lar amendments previously proposed 
by Mr. Borah of Idaho and Mr. Bristow 
of Kansas—both progressive Republic- 
ans—had been rejected by no less de- 
cisive. votes, and on all these ballots 
about a dozen regular Republicans sided 
with the Democratic leaders against the 
amendments of their radical partisans. 
An amendment by Senator Norris to al- 
low an exemption of $500 for each minor 
child instead of limiting the exemption 
to two children, was defeated, 34 to 27. 


Another by Senator Lodge to subsiitute 


“dependent” for ‘‘minor’”’ children 


also was promptly voted down. 

Senator Cummins attacked the provis- 
ion defining ‘‘ income,’’ contending that 
the definition of the word as used in 
the constitutional amendment was for 
the courts to pass upon and the attempt 


of Congress to do so might result in the 
entire income tax being declared in- 
valid. He objected to what he termed 
efforts of the committee to have “‘ prin- 
cipal’’ reckoned ag ‘‘income,’ snd to 
have undivided profits of corporations 
regarded as part of the income of in- 
dividual shareholders._ 

Just as the Senate adjourned, Sena- 
tor Hitchcock proposed his amendment 
to impose an additional graduated tax 
on corporations manufacturing more 
than one-fourth of the total production 
of any line of goods. 

The explanation of the situation 
seems to lie in the fact that both par- 
ties are about equally divided on the 
tax issue, Ag a Democratic member of

Mr. Lodge ordinarily speaks from 
carefully prepared notes. where the 
classic severity of his style equals his 
wide scholarship in history and interna- 
tional law. To-day his criticism of the 
bill was entirely extemporaneous. But 
he assailed the social distinctions of the 
measure with a clearness of phrase and 
an impetuosity of speech that impressed 
his hearers as profoundly as the studied 
jorations which have come to, be held 
jamong the ornaments of the Senate. 

' Mr. Lodge did not attack the essential 
idea of the income tax. Such a tax, he 
said, was well fitted to distribute equal- 
ly the bdrnens of Government upon those 

| best able to bear them. The viciousness 
of the Democratic bill, he said, lay in 
its exemptions from all burdens of the 
great middle class. Instead of exempt- 
ing all incomes of less than $4,000, he 
said, he would rather see an impost like 
that suggested by Mr. 

North Dakota, which proposed a tax of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. on incomes of 
$1,000, with gradual increases of rates 
as the income increased. In that way, 
ractically every citizen 
e had a share in the 
Government, as well as a- personal in- 
terest in its economic administration.

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 28.—Miss Blanche 
Bass, a West End girl, has given 
her place in the younger social set to 
conduct a eugenics school for girls in 


Shreveport, La., where she will begin 
the experimental training of twenty 
young girls chosen from orphan homes 
for higher mental and eugenic develov- 
ment. She will depart to-morrow. 
Miss Bass is the daughter of Simon 
S. Bass, attorney, and resides at 4,396 
Forest Park Boulevard. In June she 
was graduated from the St. Louis 
School of Social Economy. Recently, 
through Mrs. Frank Degarmo, a lead- 
er in the national ‘‘ Better Babies ”’ 
movement, Miss Bass obtained the ap- 
pointment as Superintendent of the 
Training School for Girls at Shreveport. 
Ninety-seven influential women of that 
city have decided to test a theory that 
girls, through proper environment, may 
obtain feminine perfection. It is 
planned to select twenty girls, ranging 
in age from 4 to 16 years, and by giv- 
ing them the proper home atmosphere 
and training, t6 develop» them into 
women of the highest intellect and 


capacity. 

The girls under Miss Bass’s direction 
will attend the public schools and later 
high schools. During their training 
they will be introduced in the homes of 
wealthy families in the city, and the

STEAL 5,000 FEET OF WIRE.

What is not understood here in 
regard to this proposal is that it seems 
to suggest that should the Huerta Gov- 
ernment make concessions to the Wil- 
son Administration President Wilson 
will endeavor to see that Gen. Huerta 
obtains the money with which to con- 
tinue a Government to which the United 
States objects and to. gain _ added 
strength in fighting the revolutionists, 
with whom the United States Govern- 
ment apparently sympathizes. 

A good dea. of mystery surrounds tne 
presentation of the second set of pro- 
posals, which Administration officials 
show no disposition to clear away. In 
the beginning of his note containing 
these modified proposals Mr. Lind in- 
dicates that the new suggestions are 
submitted on his own responsibility, un- 
der the authority conveyed to him in 
his original instructions from President 
Wilson. Last night. and again to-day, 
Administration officials here gave the 
impression that the new proposals orig- 
inated with Mr.‘ Lind, and emphasized 
this statement by asserting last night 
that they were not even known in Wash- 
ington. 

Accredits It to Wilson. 


Mr. Lind, however, after stating his 
proposals to Sefior Gamboa, asserts in 
the second note that ‘‘the President of 


the United States of America further 
authorized me to say”’ that the Presi- 
dent would endeavor to obtain a loan 
from American bankers sufficient for 
the temporary requirements of the 
Huerta Government. 

Sefhor Gamboa, in his second response 
to Mr. Lind, points out the seeming 
discrepency between the Presidential 
emissary'’s statement that the new pro- 
osals were submitted in accord with 

is original instructions, a copy of 
which was supplied to the Mexican 
Foreign Minister, and the further state- 
ment {tp the same communication that 
the President had authorized him to 
mfike the proposition in regard to ob- 
taining a loan for Mexico's immediate 
needs. 

Although the has not been 
cleared, it is inferred that in submit- 
ting his latest proposals Mr. Lind acted 
in accordance with additional instruc- 
tions given to him, perhaps orally, 
prior to his arrival in Mexico City. 

Sefior Gamboa’s second note is re- 
garded here as even superior in tone 
and argument to his communication In 
response to Mr. Lind’s note conveying 
the text of the instructions under whicn 
the ex-Governor approached the Mexi- 
can Government on his mission of 
peace. The second Mexican communti- 
eation is interpreted as written in @ 
kindlier tone than the first and as 
meaning that, although the Mexican 
Government does not recede from the 
position it assumed in the first instance, 
it is willing to point out a way by which 
a compromise may be reached that will 
bring a measure of success to the 
mission which Mr. Lind was sent to 
Mexico to accomplish. Altogether, the 
Administration officials are somewhat 
encouraged over the new turn of at- 
fairs, and they look forward to positive 
action in a very short time that will en- 
able the Pres'dent to make another and 
more optimistic report to Congress. 


Caucus Vote for Wilson Barred. 


In the curreney caucus of the Demo- 
cratic members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives to-day Representative 
Saunders of Virginia moved that the 
caucus adopt a resolution indorsing 4

“representative Hardwick of Georgia 
at once raised a point of order against 
the resolution. He pointed out that the 
eaucus had no authority to consider the 
Mexican question, having. been limited 
by the caucus call to the consideration 
of the eee bill and other matters 
named specifically. 

The points raised by Mr. Hardwick 
appealed to the caucus, and Representa- 
‘tive A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylvania, 

hairman of the caucus, ruled the Saun- 

ers resolution out of order. 

An interesting story was told to-day 
as to the manner in which Mr. Lind 
came to be selected as the President’s 
special representative in the Mexican 
capital. Mr. Lind had Deen considered 
for appointment as Minister to Sweden, 
and his qualifications had been dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Cabinet. 
The Swedish mission was offered to 
him, but he declined it. When the 
President brought to the attention of 
the Cabinet his desire to send a special 
confidential agent to Mexico City, the 
names of several men were discussed. 
but it was advised in each case that 
the man mentioned was not quite suit- 
able. 

When all those mentioned had_been 
disposed of negatively Franklin K. Lane, 
Secretary of the Interior, wrote, ‘ How 
about John Lind?’’ on a stip of paper 

‘ and tossed it to Secretary Bryan. 

“The very man!’’ said Mr. Bryan, 
and, aS a result of Mr. Lane's sugges- 
tion, Mr. Lind was selected.

Dr. William Bayard Hale, another 
of President Wilson’s private in 
formants as to the state of affairs in 
Mexico, arrived in this seaport this 
morning from Mexieo City, to start 
for Washington this afternoon in the 
steamship Morro Castle. 

The opinion prevails in Vera Cruz

VERA CRUZ, Aug. 28.—The fact now 
is confirmed that Gen. Huerta has noti- 
fied Mr. Lind that his Government is 
willing to renew the peace conference, 
and that he is disposed to accept Presi- 
dent Wilson's terms in order to procure 
peace and future recognition of the 
Mexican Government. 

Conservative Mexicans here express 
themselves as hoping that Gen. Huerta 
will abide by this determination, as they 
are anxious for the pacification of the 
country.

AMERICANS ARE ALARMED. 


Cannot Understand Why Wilson 


Wishes Them to Quit Mexico. 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 28.—Americans 
resident in the capital are at a loss to 
know how to interpret the warning is- 
sued by President Wilson to leave the 
republic. After being somewhat reas- 
sured by the announcement that armed 
intervention was not intended, they now 
are wondering whether there is a hid- 
den meaning in the latest warning. 
The American Consulate General was 
crowded all to-day by Americans of 
all classes seeking detailed informa- 
tion. The Consul General, Arnold 
Shanklin, was unable to give any advice 
other than that based on instructions 
from the State Department in Wash- 
ington to send all Consuls in his dis- 
trict a message that they should advise 
all Americans in their territory to leave 
Mexico at once, the refugees going to 
the nearest seaport where ships would 
be in readiness to take them off. 

Most of the Americans who called at 
the Consulate General are planning to 
register their property and take Wash- 
ington’s advice. A few are availing 
themselves of the fund appropriated for 
refugees. Most of those who have been 
able to arrange their affairs have de- 
parted from the capital and certain oth- 
er cities. Those who remain for the 
most part have interests to abandon 
which would mean the sacrifice of their 
only means of livelihood. 

The warning has created something 
like consternation on the part of not a 
few Americans. It undoubtedly will re- 
sult in a new exodus, and the general 
determination among United States citi- 
zens living here is to abandon every- 
thing they possess in the belief that 
their lives are endangered, though in 
what way they are unable to determine. 

The only newspaper in Mexico City 
which -indulges in anything like edi- 
torial expression on the situation to-day 
is FE] Diario, which makes the following 
comment: 

The attitude assumed by President Wil- 
son in respect to the interior affairs of 
Mexico has lowered the temperature of our 
relations with the United States. 

The Independiente says it does not 
find it necessary to add a word to the 
published text, since it regards Mexico's 
replies to the American notes as suf- 
ficiently eloquent. 

The pages of all the newspapers are 
filled with the text of the notes, almost 
to the exclusion of other news. The 
Mexican public reads the news seeming- 
ly with more or less interest, but there 
is no evidence of excitement among the 
people. The reception of the text of the 
notes appears to be almost apathetic, 
but in the discussions among persons in 
the streets, cafés, and clubs approval of 
the attitude of Provisional 
Huerta is indicated generally.

TEMPS PRAISES MESSAGE 


But Questions Whether Situation in 
Mexico Warrants It. 


PARIS, Aug. 28—The Temps, which 
in all questions of foreign politics has 
great authority because of its close re- 
lations with the French Government, 


says the message of President Wilson 
on the Mexican. situation is “full of 
calm dignity, moderation, and reserve, 
as becomes, according to the expres- 
sion of the President himself, the head 
of a nation which is truly great and is 
conscious of its own power, 
proud to use it.” 

The Temps alludes to the tone pervad- 
ing the message, but questions whether 
the situation in Mexico is as grave or 
desperate as the American Government | 
appears to Lelieve. 

Baron Robert de Caix, the foreign 
editor of The Journal des Debats, while 
praising the excellent intentions of 
President Wilson, says in this case the 
purest intentions have made of the 
Mexican crisis only a disquieting im- 
broglio. 

“In plain tanguage,"’ he says, ‘ Pres- 
ident Wilson asks the Mexican Govern- 
ment to sign its own death warrant and 
Provisional President Huerta to decapi- 
tate himself. Mexico only prospered 
under a _ dictatorship, and the best 
method really to help toward its wel- 
fare would be to assist Gen. Huerta, 
who is master of eighteen out of the 
twenty-seven Mexican States, to secure 
control of the rest.”’

MEXICAN ARMIES INTERLOCK, 


Each Side Holds Positions Within 
the Enemy’s Lines. 


CONSTITUTIONALIST FIEBLD 
HEADQUARTERS NEAR LAMPACI- 
TOS, Coahuila, Aug. 27, (via Eagle 
Pass, Texas, Aug. 28.)—A checkerboard

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NEW NOTES PASSED 
IN MEXICAN CRISIS 


Full Text of Correspondence 
That Resulted in Lind’s 
Return to Capital. 


WILSON DEMAND REPEATED 


Resented by Gamboa, but Conces- 
sion Made About Our Recep- 
tion of Ambassador. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 28—The Mexi- 
can Government published to-day in 
The Diario the second note submitted 
to it by John Lind, President Wilson’s 
emissary, and the reply made by Fed- 
erico Gamboa, Minister of Foreign Re- 
lations. Mr. Lind's note follows: 

‘‘Mr. Minister: The President of the 
United States of America has not di- 
rected me to answer the observations 
contained in your note of Aug. 16, and 
inasmuch as they are not by me deemed 
pertinent to the suggestions contained 
in my instructions communicated to you 
I refrain from discussing them. 

“In the original instructions of the 
President of the United States it will 
be noted that he expressly states: 

We wisn to act in the circum- 
stances in the spirit of the most ear- 
nest and disinterested friendship. It 
is our purpose in whatever we do or 
propose in this perplexing and dis- 
tressing situation not only to pay the 
most scrupulous regard to the sover- 
eignty and independence of Mexico— 
that we take as a matter of course, to 
which we are bound by every obli- 
gation of right and honor—but also 
to give every possible evidence that 

we act in the interest of Mexico alone, 
and not in the interest of any: person 
or body of persons who may have per- 
sonal or property claims in Mexico 
which they may feel that they -have 
the right to press. We are gestae | 
to counsel Mexico for her own g00 
and in the interest of her own peace, 
and not for any other purpose what- 
ever. 

The Government of the United 
States would deem itself discredited 
if it had any selfish or ulterior. pur- 
pose in transactions where the peace, 
happiness, and prosperity of a whole 
people are involved. It is acting out 
of friendship for Mexico and not as 
any selfish interest indicates. 


Recognition in Our Hands. 


“As to the of action 
gested by you to be taken by the 
United States, I may say that the 
President of the United States regards 
the question of the recognition of the 
de facto government and of any future 
government in Mexico as one wholly 
for the United States to determine. In 
the exercise of its sovereign rights in 
this behalf, the United States will not 
hesitate to suggest the adoption by the 
de facto government of Mexico seek- 
ing recognition, especially at a time of 
serious domestic disturbances, of such 
course of action as in the judgment of 
the United States can alone lead to 
recognition in the future. 

‘*In the present instance, the Pres- 
ident of the United States sincerely and 
ardently believes that the de _ facto 
government in Mexico will see in his 
suggestion the most peaceable plan for 
serving the highest interests of Mexico 
and for insuring the speedy re-estab- 
lishment of domestic tranquillity. 

“In that spirit and in the = spirit 
voiced in his original instructions, the 
President of the United States of 
America authorizes me to submit for 
the consideration of the de facto gov- 
ernment in Mexico: 

First—That the election called for 
Oct. 26, 19138, shall be held in accord- 
ance with the constitutional laws cf 
Mexico.

Following is Minister Gamboa's reply: 


‘““Yesterday I had the honor of re- 
ceiving from your hands a note in which 
you are pleased to state, that, although 
you have no instructions from the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, 
from the scope of your instructions you 
reply to the note of this Government, 
given to you through me, of the 16th 
inst. You are pleased to repeat from 
those same instructions the paragraph 
which translated, says literally:

“At the end of your note, Mr. Con- 
fidential Agent, you express the hope 
of your Government that my Govern- 
ment will judge it consistent with the 
best and highest Interests of Mexico im- 
mediately to accept such propositions, 
stating that they are submitted in the 
same spirit and to the same end as the 
original proposition, but in a more re- 
stricted form, to the end that my Gov- 
ernment may act within its faculties, 
without the co-operation or aid of any 
other outside factor. 

“It appears at once, Mr. Confidential 
Agent, that in this case the proposal of 
his Excellency, Mr. Woodrow Wilson, 
is not to remove himself an iota from 
the position originally assumed by him, 
for, notwithstanding the time consumed 
since the 16th, the date of my reply, 
to the 25th, in which you delivered to 
me your second note, which I am here 
answering, the essence and even the 
form of his original instructions are 
the same, with the aggravating feature 
ote qualified by you as ‘ more restrict- 
ed. 

‘“‘For my part, it would have been 
sufficient to answer this note in its 
totality by reproducing the whole of 
my note of the 16th inst., as negative 
as categorical, as I have the honor to 
reproduce it in this present note. But 
the Presiaent ad interim wishes to car- 
ry his forbearance to the last point,*and 
to the end that Mexican public opinion, 
which is so justly disturbed by the 
present tension in the diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries, and 
also to the end that the various foreign 
Governments which have offered their 
good offices in the most delicate pos- 
sible manner—I am glad to repeat thas 
this has been their attitude and no? 
less pleased to express grateful ac- 
knowledgment thereof—may be duly in- 
formed, has authorized me to reply to 
you in the following terms: : 


Says Recognition is Given. 


“T will begin by taking notice of a 
highly significant fact. Between the 
night of the 14th inst., when T received 
the sheets containing your instructions 
not directed to any one and calling the 
present administration ‘The persons who 
at the present time have authority or ex- 
ercise influence in Mexico,’ and yester- 
day, some progress has been made, in 
that now the constitutional President ad 
interim (see paragraph No. 2 of the 
new propositon) is called ‘ President 
Huerta,’ and in the whole course of the 
note the personnel of his Administration 
is referred to as the ‘de facto’ Govern- 
ment. But inasmuch as this or that 
qoatsiontien is of no importance, upon 
the ground that all the representations 
of your Government have not been initi- 
ated except with ourseltes, which gives 
us, upon the supposition that we have 
not been dispossessed of it, a perfect 
political and moral personality to clear 
up the present divergence, I intention- 
ally limit myself solely to point out the 
facts. 

“If your original proposals were not to 
be adinitted, they are now, in the more 
restricted form in which they are repro- 
duced, even more inadmissible, and one’s 
attention is called to the fact that they 
are insistent upon, if it be noticed, that 
which the first proposals had already 
defined. 
_ ' Precisely because we comprehend the 
immense value which is possessed by the 
principle of sovereignty, which the Gouv- 
¢rnment of the United States so oppor- 
tunely invokes in the question of our 
1écognition or non-recognition, precisely 
for this reason we believed that it would 
be proposed to us that we should forget 
our own scvereignty by permitting that 
a foreign Government should modify che 
line of conduct which we have to follow 
in. our public and independent life. 

If even once we were to permit the 
counsels and advice (let us call them 
thus) of the United States of America, 
uot only would we, as I say above, fore- 
go Our sovereignty, but we would as well 
compromise for an indefinite future our 
destinies as a sovereign entity, and all 
the future elections for President would 
bes submitted to the veto of any Presi- 
cent of the United States of America. 

_“* And such an enormity, Mr. Confiden- 
tial Agent, no Government will ever at- 
tempt to perpetrate, and this I am sure 
of, unless some monstrous and almost 
impossible cataclysm should occur in 
the conscience of the Mexican people. 


Thought Wilson was Informed. 
“We believed, taking into considera- 
tion the disproportionate interest that 
the Persident of the United States otf 
America has shown concerning our in- 
ternal affairs, that he as well as the 


Governinent would know perfectly well 
the provisions of our Constitution in the 
matter of elections. 

“ Unfortunately and in-view of the in- 
sistence with which his Excellency, Mr 
Wilson, sustains his first ideas, we are 
compelled to acknowledge that we have 
niaade a mistake. 

“The retorm of constitutional articles 
Nos, 78 and 109, put into effect by the 
Congress of the Union on Nov. 7, 1911, 
provides, among other requirements, that 
which is contained in the final part of 
Article 78: ‘The Secretary of State in 
charge of the Executive power shal! not 
be e:igible to the office of either Presi- 
dent or Vice President when the ‘elec- 
tions shall take place.’ 

This transcript, which I. take the 
liberty of making, Mr. Contidentia! 
Agent, in order that the Government of 
the United States of America may take 
due note of it, prevents the constitu- 
tional ad interim President of the re- 
public from being a candidate at the 
torthcoming elections; and if His Ex- 
cellency, President Wilson, had taken 
into consideration that paragraph be- 
fore venturing to impose upon us the 
conditions in question, and which we 
may not admit, the present state of af- 
fairs between you and ourselves would 
have been avoided, leaving out of the 
discussion our decorum and the personal 
pride of the President of the United 
States, wrongly interested in this dis- 
cussion without foundation. 

“It should be well understood that the 
ad interim constitutional President 
could not be elected President or Vice 
President of the republic at the forth- 
coming elections, already called for Oc- 
tober, because our own laws prohibit 
him from being a candidate, and these 
laws are the sole arbiters of our des- 
tinies, but never through the imposition, 
although friendly and disinterested, of 
the President of the United States of 
America or of any other ruler, power- 
ful or weak (this does not matter in the 
case), who would be equaily respected 
by us, 

ty beg to inform you, Mr. Confidential 
Agent, that up to the present time, at 
least, only the President of the United 
States of America has spoken of the 
candidacy of the constitutional ad in- 
ae President at the forthcoming elec. 

ons. 7 

“Neither the solemn declaration of 
this high functionary nor the most in- 


yy 


significant of his acts—all of which have 
been done with a view of obtaining a 
coinplete pacification of the country, 
which is the supreme national aim and 
which he has decided to bring about in 
spite of everything—have authorized 
any one even to suspect that such are 
his ultimate intentions. 

“It is perfectly well known that there 
does not exist in the whole country a 
single newspaper, a stngie club, a singlé 
corporation or group of individuals who 
have launched his candidacy or even dis- 
cussed it. 

“On what, then, is the gratuitous sus- 
Picion of the President of the United 
States of America based, and his de- 
mand, which is absolutely inadmissible, 
that in order to comply. with the sug- 
gestion of the President of the Unitea 
States the ad interim President of the 
Mexican Republic should enter into 
agreements and contract obligations 
which have never heretofore been im- 
posed upon the ruler of any sovereign 
nation? 

“The question having been set forth, 
as I have had the honor of doing in this 
reply, his Excellency Mr. Wilson will 
have to withdraw definitely from his 
present attitude, at the risk that his 
motives, which I take pleasure in ac- 
knowledging are, as he himself quotes 
them, friendly and disinterested, altru- 
istic and without ulterior ends—at the 
risk, I repeat, that they may be wrong- 
ly and differently interpreted by all the 
other nations, which look upon our 
present internal conflict with more or 
less interest. 

‘And, although the President of the 
United States of America should take 
an altogether different stand from the 
universal viewpoint, which considers 
differently an Administration under the 
conditions in which our own is at pres- 
ent, (the best proof of my assertion iS 
the unconditional recognition of the 
foremost powers of the world, among 
which the. United States of America 
occupies such a prominent and legiti- 
mately conquered rank,) he will have to 
cease to call us a de facto Government, 
and will give us the title of ad interim 
Constitutional Government, which is 
the only one to which we are rightly 
entitled. 

Resents Offer as a Bribe. 

“Permit me, Mr. Confidential Agent, 
not to reply for the time being to the 
significant offer in which the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America 
insinuates that it will recommend to 
American bankers the immedalte ex- 
tension of a loan which will permit us, 
among other things, to cover the in- 
numerable urgent expenses required by 
the progressive pacification of the 
country; for in the terms in which it is 
couched it appears more to be an at- 
tractive antecedent proposal to the end 
that, moved by petty interests, we 
should renounce a right which _ incon- 
trovertibly upholds us at a period when 
the dignity of the nation is at stake. 

“1 believe that there are not loans 
enough to induce those charged by the 
law to maintain that dignity to permit 
it to be lessened. i 

‘On the other hand, I have seen with 
great pleasure that the President of the 
United States of America proposes for 
a later date and according to what the 
circumstances permit the solution, which 
was marked with the letter ‘A’ in the 
original instructions, and in the note to 
which this is a reply with the humber 
‘8°: for this reveals that we are really 
in the way of arriving at an _ arrange- 
ment equally dignified for both sides. 

Gamboa Makes Concession. 

“In view of this, Mr. Confidential 
Agent, to-day more than ever we pro- 
foundly hope for an immediate solution 
of the conflict which unfortunately has 
separated us. I could go even further. 
I would renounce on our part the de- 
mand that our respective Ambassadors 
be received immediately, since for the 


end in view the present personnel of our 
reciprocal Embassies is sufficient, if it 
remains as it has been heretofore until 
the elections of October have taken 
place; but I will always stand on the 
unavoidable condition which declares 
that we are in reality the ad interim 
constitutional Government of the Mexi- 
can Republic. 

“In my turn, Mr. Confidential Agent, 
[ beg again to repeat to you the pleas- 
ing impression which you leave with 
me as a citizen of the United States 
of America, as an able, righteous and 
well-intentioned personal  representa- 
tive of His Excellency, Mr. Woodrow 
Wilson; I esteem greatly the gratitude 
which you say you profess for the well- 
deserved treatment which you have re- 
eeived in Mexico at the hands of the 
ad interim constitutional President of 
the republic, from private individuals 
and from myself, and I reiterate to you, 
as in my previous note, my perfect con- 


sideration.

GERMANY HOLDS ALOOF. 


Refuses to Take Either Side in Con- 
troversy with Mexico. 


BERLIN, Aug. 28.—Efforts have been 
made in certain quarters to induce Ger- 
many to give her active support to 
President Wilson's Mexican policy and 
to bring pressure to bear on Huerta to 
retire and permit the holding of new 
elections. Though desiring to afford 
to the United States every facility for 
reaching a_ settlement the German 
Government has declined to use its in- 
fluence at Washington to cause the 
United States to recognize Huerta 
Neither has the Government submitted 
to the United States the plea of the 
German colony in Mexico for the recog- 
nition of the provisional Government. 

The German cruiser Vineta with a 
large party of naval cadets on board 
is to advance her departure on her 
American cruise in view of the develop- 
ments in Mexico. This step has been 
taken by the German Admiralty so that 
the vessel may be available in case of 
necessity. The cruiser Bremen has lett 
American waters. 

The evening papers of Berlin paid 
little attention to President Wilson's 
message on the Mexican situation. The 
scant comment was in an _ unfriendly 
spirit. 

The Taegliche Rundschau, in a lead- 
ing article entitled ‘‘ Wilson Tries His 
’Prentice Hand,’’ says ‘“ President Wil- 
son, by his mistaken insistence on the 
non-recognition of Provisional President 
Huerta, has made himself responsible 
for the present situation. It is hard to 
understand why he so obstinately ad- 
heres to his old standpoint. President 
Wilson's assurances of sincere and un- 
selfish sympathy toward Mexico are in 
the sharpest contrast with the Ameri- 
can Government's policy.” 

The Deutsche ‘ageszeitung feels like 
the Rundschau that ‘ President Wil- 
son’s message throws no clear light on 
his future policy,’’ but it interprets his 
instructions to American citizens to 
leave Mexico, and his threat that Amer- 
ica will hold Mexico responsible for 
their lives and property, as paving the 
way for a later pretext for interven- 
tion. The demand for a regular election, 
it says, is made grotesque by President 
Wilson’s insistence on the non-can- 
didacy of Provisional President Huerta, 


LONDON PRESS DOUBTFUL. 


Sees Little Hope in Wilson’s Policy 
Toward Mexico. 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—In commenting on 
the Mexican situation to-day The Pall 
Mail Gazette says: 

‘““We fully understand that President 
Wilson’s message is born of the travail 
of his soul, He is a good and devout 
man earnestly desirous of furthering 
the ideals of peace and justice, but on 
him rests the responsibility for protect- 
ing not only the interests of the United 
States in Mexico but the lives of some 
thousands of Americans citizens who 
are settled there. 

“The application of moral force con- 
sists in urging all the citizens of the 
United States in Mexico to abandon 
their occupations and to clear out of 
the country, and in proposing measures 
which must rest on physicial force for 
preventing the entry of arms and muni- 
tions into the country either for Pro- 
visional President Huerta or for the 


rebels. We shall watch the result of the 
steady pressure of moral force with 
much interest, but without much belief 
in its success. 

“We have preached many times dur-

ing these past troubled months that 
physical force not backed by moral 
force is both brutal and futile, but we 
are compelled also to accept the con- 
verse idea that moral force not backed 
by pnysical.force is no less futile, and 
in consequence is apt to become eve 
more brutal. 

“The golden dreamers of The Hague 
and of the Capitol shrink from. recog- 
nizing a fact so fatal to thelr theories. 
We shall see what Mexico has to teach 
them. 

“The United States, as we have all 
learned lately, distrusts amateurishness 
in sports, It knows that if you want 
to win in any contest you must rely 
on the expert and take care that this 
expert knows all the details of his busi- 
ness. It is therefore rather surprising 
that the United States does not apply 
the same admirable rinciple to the 
conduct of its public affairs.’’ 

Deploring that in America diplomacy 
is now “left to a group of politicians 
who, in foreign affairs are the most 
amateurish of amateurs, with a Secre- 
tary of State at the head of them who 
is too much occupied in delivering popu- 
lar lectures to devote all his time to his 
official duties,’’ The Standard continues 
- a reference to the “singular incon- 
clusiveness ”’ of President Wilson’s pol- 
icy, and says that Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta is the only power capable 
of restoring order. 

President Wilson’s only specific, The 
Standard continues, is strange enougn. | 
It urges all American citizens in Mex- | 
ico to leave their railways, their mines, 
their factories, and their plantations to 
be confiscated or occupied by the in- 
habitants. ‘‘ Such is diplomacy when itt 
falls under the control of distinguished | 
amateurs. It has only led the United | 
States into an impasse from which there | 
is no escape except by those forcible } 
measures to which the pacifist Presi- 
dent and his eloquent Secretary of State 
are so fervently opposed.” | 

The Daily Telegraph fails to see how 
even the acceptance of Mr. Wilson's 
conditions by 
about peace in Mexico, and contends 
that the refusal of the United States to 
recognize the Huerta Administration has 
created an unfortunate situation. 

Referring to Henry Lane Wilson’s ad- 
vocacy of recognition, and the fact that 
the Mexican Congress acquiesced in 
Huerta’s Government, The Telegraph 
says that it is difficult to avoid the 
conclusion that President Wilson's de- 
mands bear rather heavily on the Huerta 
Government, suggesting that the Amer- | 
ican antagonism to Huerta is due to the | 
belief that he is a confirmed enemy to! 
American interests. 

The article proceeds: ‘‘ Nothing could 
be more deplorable than the develop- 
ments in this situation along the lines 
of an open feud between the anti- 
Huertist American trade interests and 
the pro-Huerta trade interests of other 
foreign nations.’’ 

The Daily Graphic says if Secretary 
Bryan regards the situation as encourag- 
ing, why are troops being rushed to the 
frontier. It adds that President Wil- 
son’s policy is interesting as an idealist 
experiment in {nternational politics, but, 
carried out logically and consistently, 
must end in intervention.

ROME, Aug. 28.—President Wilson's |

BUT SHIP WILL SAIL’ 





Second Officer Loses His Life 
and Firemen Are Overcome 
in Burning Storeroom. 





FRIGHT IN THE STEERAGE 





Passengers There Routed Out and 
Landed—-Jeluge of Water from 
Fire Boats Causes Ship to List. 





For five hours yesterday morning 
the Hamburg-American liner Imper- 
ator, the world’s biggest ship and in 
the opinion of Emperor William its 
finest, was on fire. When at last the 
flames were extinguished Herman Go- 
brecht, a young officer of the ship had 
given his life in the discharge of his 
duty, several of the crew had been 
overcome in fighting the flames, while 
the huge ship had a twelve degree list 
to starboard, due to several millions of 
gallons of water that had been pumped 
in by the fire fighting forces of New 
York and Hoboken. 

Tuesday night the Imperator brought 
to this port the greatest number of 


cabin passengers that ever crossed 
the Atlantic in a_ single ship in 
the history of the transatlantic 
trade. It was 2 o'clock yester- 
day morning when the last of the 


cabin passengers had departed from 
the pier at Hoboken. The 1,800 third- 
class and steerage passengers remained 
on board it having been impossible, 
owing to the late arrival of the liner to 
transfer them to the Immigration sta- 
tion at Ellis Island. 

Carl Gobrecht, junior of the two 
second officers, was walking the bridge 
a few minutes before 4 o’clock, and just 
at 4 he glanced at the line of indicators 
and was astounded to see a tiny ribbon 


of black smoke curling its way through 
an opening that led directly to the big 
storeroom, where the dry _ provisions 
were kept. Not a moment did Gobrecht 
lose. He touched an electric button and 
immediately the watertight doors to that 
compartment swung into position, while 
another opening was automatically made 
into the compartment, and through that 
@ great volume of live steam poured into 
the room. 

Gobrecht sounded a still alarm, which 
brought the crew trom their quarters to 
the fire stations, and Commodore Ruser, 
his four subordinate captains and the 
big staff of junior officers scurrying to 
the bridge deck. Comniédore Huser in- 
structed the stewards to go into the 
third-class and steerage quarters and 
arouse the 1,800 sleepers. 

“There's no danger,’ said the skip- 
per, “ but we want them ashore just the 
Same. Be very gentie with them. Keep 
a@ smile on your face and get them out 
quietly, but as quickly as possible.” 

By this time the ship’s own fire-fight- 
the force was working, and the officers 
and men of half a dozen other liners 
berthed at near-by piers stood ready to 
come to the assistance of Ruser and his 
men at a moment’s notice. Staff Capt. 
von Meibom assumed active command 
of the fire-fighting sailors, while the 
shore alarm that was turned in within 
two minutes after the fire was discov- 
ered by Cobrecht, brought the entire 
Hoboken Department, land as well as 
water apparatus, to the Hamburg piers. 
A few minutes later from New York 
came two other fireboats, and steaming 
up alongside the Imperator, started the 
deluge which was to pitch the Imperator 
out of balance before the welcome sig- 
nal of ‘‘ fire out’’ was sounded. 

While every effort was made to keep 
the steerage free of excitement there 
were some hysterical ones among the 
passengers there while they were being 
made ready to disembark. It was 
necessary to use a little force in getting 
them to the pier. 

Two of the more excited ones fled 
when they landed, and a half hour later 
were found in a River Street boarding 
house and brought back to the pier. 

Some of Collector Mitchel’s men, hav- 
ing been working on the pier until the 
early morning hours, were sleeping 
aboard, having accepted the hospitality 
of the ship’s commander. They also 
were routed out and put ashore. 

The news that the giant Imperator was 
on fire rapidly spread, and by 5 o’clock 
a crowd of many thousands was massed 
in River Street, outside the Hamburg- 
American Line piers. 


Gobrecht Knew His Danger. 


Alongside the Imperator when the fire 
started were several barges from which 
eoal was being hoisted into the bunkers 
in the hurry-up rush needed in order to 
get the liner ready to sail on schedule 
at 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. Every- 
thing was made ready for the quick re- 
moval of these barges in case the fire 


made headway. This contingency did 
not arise, however, and the barges re- 
mained alongside, and yesterday noon 
the work of coaling the ship was re- 
sumed. 

The storeroom in which the fire was, 
is forward, and is about even with the 
water line and adjacent to the coal 


bunkers. Despite the inrush of steam, 
the fire gained, the result being a great 
volume of stifling smoke, and the crea- 
tion of an intense heat, the result being 
that the firemen found the job difficult 
and uncomfortable. At least a dozen 
firemen were overcome, and haa to be 
carried to the fresh air, where they were 
revived by surgeons from St. Mary’s 
Hospital. 

It was in an effort to discover why the 
blaze was proving such a stubborn one 


that Second Officer Gobrecht lost his 
life. Somebody had to go down into that 
fire hole to find out exactly- what the 
matter was, and Gobrecht, who had 
roved himself a fire hero on the old 
Prost Bismarck, volunteered. 

He realized the danger. He put on a 
fire helmet which completely encased his 
head. In the top of the helmet was a 
tube, one end of which was on deck and 


through which air was to be pumped to 
him until he got back. Two seamen 
were assigned to pump the air. Into the 
densely heated compartment the young 
officer plunged, as it soon turned out, 


to his death. 
One report that was current on the 


piers was that the sailors who were 
operating the air — deserted their 
posts because of the intense heat and 
the stifling smoke, This, however, was 
denied by the line, and it was said that 
in groping about in the darkness of the 
fiery compartment Gobrecht had lost his 
balance and falling, had become _ en- 
tangled in the air pipes that led from 
tha deck to his safety helmet. 

Within’a few minutes after Gobrecht 
had gone down into the storeroom tie 
officers of the ship and the firemen 


realized that something had gone wrong 
with him, and immediately efforts were 
made to rescue him. In these efforts 
several sailors and firemen were Over- 
come by the heat and smoke. Finally, 
however, Gobrecht was found dead. 
His lifeless body was drawn up _ to 
the deck and tenderly carried ashore. 
The medical examination showed that 
he had been’ suffocated. 

Gobrecht had met. his fate before the 
fire departments of New York and 
Hoboken began the flooding of the com- 
partment. The firemen found it an 
almost unbearable job even to get their 
hose in position, but at 5 o’clock they 
had twenty-two lines of hose _ playing 
and the compartment was flooded to 4 
depth of more than thirty feet. Thous- 
ands of commuters on their way to 
Manhattan via the Lackawanna, Erie, 
Pennsylvania, and Jersey Central ferries 
saw the list of the great ship and won- 
dered what had caused it. 

At 8 o’clock, four hours after its dis- 
covery, the fire was reported under con- 
trol, and an hour later the fireboats 
signaled that the flames had been ex- 
tinguished. : 


Statement of the Line. 


Julius P. Meyer, Vice Director of the 
flamburg-American Line in America, 
was the first of the higher oficials cf 
the company to arrive at the pier yes- 
terday morning. He immediately began 
au investigation and, following a con- 
ference with Commodore: Ruser, Chief 
Davin of the Hoboken Fire Department, 
and the plier Superintendents, he issued 
this statement: 

“@ fire broke out in the provision 
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rooms of the steamship Imperator at 
about 4 o’clock A. M. The fire was 
confined absolutely to the compartment 
where the provision rooms are situated 
and was under control after a few 
hours. No damage was done to the 
passenger accommodations, except in 
some of the companionways of the sec- 
ond and third class, through which the 
hose lines were laid, but this damage 
was of no consequence and can be re- 
paired in a very short time. 

“The ship is expected to sail on time 
on Saturday, Aug. 30, and in the event 
of unforseen difficulties arising she 
will certainly be dispatched not later 
than Sunday morning and will keep 
her schedule for future dates for 
Europe and New York. 
‘Unfortunately the life of Second Of- 
ficer Gobracht was lost. He forced his 
way below equipped with helmet and 
fire suit, but he was cut off and suf- 
focated. The body has been recov- 
ered. He was not burned. This is the 
most regretable feature of this unfor- 
tunate occurrence, but a proof of the 
heroism of the German seaman. He 
was a most efficient officer and had 
been in the company’s service for many 
years. His body will be sent to Europe 
for burial with appropriate honors. 

“This fire has very clearly illustrated 
the wonderful safety of the compart- 
ment system and of the superior fire 
on installed on board the Impera- 
or, 

“We must also express our thanks to 
the Fire Departments of New York and 
Hoboken for th2ir prompt response to 
the alarm sent out and for the very 
efficient services rendered. 

“The exact extent of the damage can- 
not be estimated until the compartment 
in which the fire occurred has been 
pumped out entirely, which will be in a 
few hours. 3 ' 

“The statement that there was a panic 
among the steerage passengers aboard 
is not correct. As soon as the fire was 
discovered they were aroused and left 
the ship in perfect order to the upper 
deck of Pier 1, 

“The further statement that two lives 
were lost and many were slightly in- 
jured is also incorrect, as the only death 
was that of the unfortunate second offi- 
cér.”” 

The steamship company sent mes- 
sages to all its patrons last night say- 
ing that the Imperator would sail on 
schedule time if possible, but that in 
the event of any delay of consequence, 
now unforeseen, they would be duly 
notified. 

The cause of the fire was not learned 
yesterday and it was thought doubtful 
if it ever would be. The most generally 
accepted theory was that it was due to 
defective insulation. 


Crew in Perfect Discipline. 


Commodore Ruser denied emphatical- 
ly that there had been any lack of dis- 
cipline among the crew during the fire. 
He said that every man had gone 


promptly to his assigned post. This 
statement was backed up by the fire 
chiefs, who had aided in extinguishing 
the flames. 

‘*T am deeply grieved because of the 
loss of poor Gobrecht,’”’ said Commo- 
dore Ruser, ‘‘ who was one of the ablest 
of the younger officers in the Hamburs- 
American Lines service. He was a 
splendid chap in every sense of the 
word and died in the full performance 
of his duty. I will take his body home 
on the Imperator and there it will be 
buried with all the honors that should 
attend the burial of a hero such as he 
proved himself to be.” 

It was said yesterday afternoon that 
the flooded compartment had _ been 
pumped clear of water and that the 
damage done would be repaired by to- 
morrow morning. No estimate of the 
damage was given out. The guesses 
made it from $50,000 to $100,000. 

The Imperator is scheduled to sail for 
Hamburg via Plymouth and Cherbourg 
at 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. More 
than 400 cabin passengers had been 
booked for the trip at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Second Officer Carl Gobrecht was 33 
vears old, and entered the service of 
the Hamburg-American Line several 
years ago, having previously served in 
the German East African service. Last 
Christmas Eve he showed remarkable 
courage on board the steamship Fuerst 


Bismarck, under circumstances very 
similar to those under which he lost 
his life on the Imperator A fire started 
in the provision room of the Fuerst 
Bismarck, and Gobrecht was the first 
to reach it, working his way through 


the fire and by his quick work saving 
the ship. The Directors of the Ham- 
burg-American Line acknowledged his 
act of bravery in a suitable manner at 
the time.

LONDON, Friday, Aug. 29.—The 
Times, commenting this morning on 
the Imperator fire, says: 

“Tt cannot be said, even from an 
insurance point of view, that the 
news of the latest casualty to the 
Imperator arrived at a propitious 
moment. The owners were looking 
ahead and had begun to renew the 
insurances on the Imperator expiring 
next Summer. It is understood that 
as the terms offered did not appeal 
to all underwriters the business had 
not been completed. From the be- 


ginning there was some little diffi- 


culty about insurances, owing to the 
divergent views of the owners and 
the underwriters. Their divergency 
was one of the causes whieh led to 
the formation of a scheme of. mutual 


insurance with the other great liner 


companies, British and German, 


“The Imperator is believed to have 
cost $7,500,000 to build and its in- 
sured value was put at $5,500,000. A 
sum of $1,750,000 was insured in 
Hamburg and London, with the pro- 


vision that the underwriters should 


be free from claims of under 1 per 
cent; a sum of $500,000 was covered 
against risks of total loss and gen- 
eral average, and $2,000,000 was in- 
sured in a pool wherein the Cunard 
and White Star Companies partic- 


ipate. A total amount of only $4,- 


250,000 thus appears to jyhave been 
covered. 

“One effect of yesterday’s fire is 
certain to be that underwriters will 
examine even more critically than in 
the past the features and circum- 


stances of giant ships.”

I ain informed that he did not make it. 
However, if he did make it, or anything 
to its effect, it is a falsehood, 
factured out of whole cloth. 

‘““T never had any arrangement with 
Mr. Skene by which I was to receive 
any Sum of money whatever for any aid 
in any matter of legislative enactment 
of any character. I never had any 
dealings of any kind with Mr. Skene, 
or. with anyone else, with regard to the 
appropriation in his favor in this year’s 
supply bill. 

“T furnish these facts, not because I 
desire to dignify with a reply this 
wholly and absolutely unfounded accu- 


sation, but because I think it is the duty 


of a.public official thus assailed to take 
the people whom he serves into his 
confidence, so that the people may 
know from him the facts, the truth, 
and, so knowing, may judge of the 
character of the accusations. 


Blame Sulzer Himself, 
“With the motives of this maliclous 
and wholly unfounded attack upon me 


I need not deal. Those motives and the 


despicable character of those actuated 
by them are well known. Suffice it to 
say that I court the most rigid investi- 
gation, and that I will aid in any inves- 
tigation of my official conduct or pri- 
vate character to the utmost of my 
ability.” 

Mr. Levy and the other accused lead- 
ers were unanimous in declaring that 
they believed the attack on them had 
been inspired by Mr. Sulzer himself. 
Mr. Levy told THE NEw YorK TIMES 
correspondent that in his case all the 
facts had been submitted to Mr. Sulzer 
by his own counsel, D Cady Herrick, 
after a conference with Mr. Skene, and 
that if the Governor had urged Judge 
Arnold on to the attack it was an act 
so malicious that it should utterly con- 
demn Mr. Sulzer in the eyes of all 
right-thinking men. 

“IT am going to bring an action for 
criminal libel against Mr. Arnold, and 
I am going to bring a civil suit for dam- 
ages against his newspaper,’ said Mr. 
Levy before leaving for New York.

MRS. PULITZER’S ANSWER. 


Claims 600 Shares of General Elec- 
tric as Part of Trust Fund. 


Mrs. Kate Davis Pulitzer filed an an- 
swer yesterday to the suit brought by 
the executors of the will of her hus- 
band, the late Joseph Pulitzer, to de- 
termine the construction placed on va- 
rious testamentary clauses. The suit, 
it is understood, is entirely of a friend- 


ly nature, having for its sole end the 
settlement of the late newspaper own- 
er’s estate. 

In her answer to the executors’ suit 
Mrs. Pulitzer’s lays claim to 600 shares 
of the General Electric Company, which 
she says were paid as a bonus on 2,000 
shares included in a trust fund of which 
she is a life beneficiary. Under the will 
of her husband the executors were di- 
rected to set aside funds to the extent 
of $2,500,000, the income from which was 
be paid to his widow. She states 
that the executors placed in this fund 
the 2,000 shares of the General Electrie 
Company, and that subsequent to their 
action the bonus of 600 shares was de- 
clared. This bonus she claims as part 
of the income from her trust fund.

140,000 CANS OF OIL 
EXPLODE IN A SHIP 


Tank Steamship Destroyed at 
Bay Ridge Through Work- 
man’s Careless Haste. 








DROPPED CAN INTO HOLD 


This Started a Series of Explosions 
That Sent Up Fountains of Fire 
Loss on Ol! Alone $200,000. 


Chartered by the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany of 29 Broadway to carry 750,000 
gallons of refined oil from Brooklyn to 
New Zealand and Australia, the German 
steel tank steamship Burgomeister Hack- 
man lay alongside the long concrete 
pier of the Bush Terminal in Bay Ridge 
yesterday afternoon while 100 workmen 
toiled at the task of filling the hold 
with five-zgallon metal cases. Some 
700,000 gallons of the oil had thus been 
loaded when 6 o'clock came. 

At the stroke of 6 o'clock, one of the 

workmen, in his haste to get home to 
his dinner, dropped one of the cases 
and it went crashing down into Hatch 
2 in the forward part of the steamer. 
There was a thunderous explosion, a 
geyser of flame, and a tremendous out- 
pouring of smoke. The fifteen men still 
on board made a scramble for safety, 
some of them leaping to the pier, some 
of them tumbliing overboard into the 
water. Six were partially overcome 
by the smoke, but not seriously so. 
_ Then, while the alarm was being sent 
in that later brcught the land compan- 
jes and the fireboats Seth Low and New 
Yorker to pour water on the burning 
cargo of oil, a series of explosions be- 
gan, and one after another they roared 
all evening, some low and muffled, some 
ear-splitting. At midnight they were 
still sounding out across the bay. 

The streams from the hose and fire- 
boats were powerless to check the fire. 
Four hours after it started it was at its 
height, and a fountain of flame 
lighted up the whole waterfront and 
could be seen from the Jersey shore.

Skene Tells Whitman His Fee to 


Levy Was for Legal Services. 


Ex-Judge Lynn J. Arnold and John A. 
advisors of William Sulzer, 
returned to Albany yesterday on differ- 
ent trains. Mr. Hennessy’s trip, so far 


as could be learned, was not connected 


with Judge Arnold's visit to Mr, Whit- 
man, in the course of which Judge Ar- 
nold brought to the attention of the Dis- 
trict Attorney charges of corruption 
against Tammany members of the Legis- 
lature who have led the attack on 
Sulzer. 


The Arnold charges, it was said, par-

which Arnold hoped to obtain Levy's

This link depended upon the case of 
Frederick Skene, State Engineer under 
Gov. Hughes. Skene was indicted on 
seventeen counts in 1910 for alleged 
highway frauds. He was acquitted oa 
one indictment, but sixteen of the in- 
dictments stood against him after his 
trial. Through the efforts of Aaron J. 
Levy, his counsel, these were quashed In 
the Fall of 1912. Then, last May. Skene 
obtained the introduction of a bill in the 
Legislature to cover his trial expenses. 
They amounted to $16,600. The bill_was 
approved x the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the Assembly, of which Levy 
was a member, and the Legislature 

assed it. Sulzer signed the bill last 

une, Levy got $5,000 of the money for 
his services. 

Mr. Whitman was led to betfeve, it 
was reported yesterday, that Skene had 
gone to Sulzer after his impeachment 
and had volunteered to make charges 
against Levy. Mr. Whitman wanted this 
end of the story cleared up. He _ sub- 
poenaed Abraham J. Bernstein of 320 
Broadway, Skene’s attorney, and Bern- 
stein consented to bring Skene before 
the District Attorney. Before the Dis- 
trict Attorney Skene denied that he had 
ever intended to make any charge 
against Levy. He exonerated the As- 
semblyman and asserted that the check 
transaction was in every way legiti- 
mate. He said Judge Arnold had erred 
in presenting the matter. Members of 
Mr. Whitman’s staff said that with the 
case in its present state there was noth- 
ing on which a Grand Jury could act. 

Skene admitted to reporters that Levy 
had appeared in court for him only 
ence, when the motion to quash the in- 
dictments, was made before Justice 
Chester in the Supreme Court of Al- 
bany County.

NEGROES IN MASS MEETING. 


Trying to Raise $5,000 for Their 
Orphanage in Charleston. 


Several thousand negroes of Harlem 
assembled in mass meeting in Sulzer’s 
Harlem River Park last night to raise 
$5,000_ for the Jenkins Orphanage in 
Charleston, S. C., one of the oldest 
negro orphanages in the South. Through 
such a fund, it was said, the orphan- 
age might be relieved of the necessity 
of raising the bulk of its mdney, as it 
has done for the twenty-two years of 
its existence, through street music in 
various cities of this country and Eng- 
land, by a band of its own boy in- 


mates. This method, it was felt, was 
not suficiently dignified. 

Mayor Gaynor was to have addressed 
the meeting, but his Secretary, Robert 
Adamson, wrote that the Mayor could 
not come, being indisposed at his home 
‘in St. James, L. I., with throat troubie 
to his old wound. Instead, John 





J. Murphy, the Tenement House Com- 
missioner, spoke as a representative of 
the Mayor. Other speakers were 
Charles W. Anderson, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, who was Chairman of 
the meeting; James L. Curtis, a colored 
lawyer; the Rev. R. C. Ransom, the 
Rev. C. H. McDonald, and the Rev. D. 
J. Jenkins, head of the Jenkins Orphan- 
age. All the speakers emphasized the 
Importance of the negro’s efforts at 
self-betterment, and discussed the work 
in that direction carried on at the Jen- 
kins Orphanage. The band of twenty 
boy musicians from the orphanage was 
on hand as an exhibit of what was be- 
ing accomplished there. 

The Jenkins Orphanage began in 1891 
with four children. In 1896 it had en- 
rolled 536 children, and had _ eight 
teachers and two laborers to carry on 
its work. Last year it had 360 children. 
A gift of 100 acres of farmland was 
made to the institution by the late 
Joseph Wild of Brooklyn, to enable it 
to carry on industrial as well as aca- 
demic training among the negro boys 
}and girls whom it took charge of after 
they were convicted of trivial of- 
fenses in the police courts and tried 
to bring up into better citizenship.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 28.~The Palace 
of Peace was inaugurated here this 
afternoon, when the ceremony of hand- 
ing the. edifice over to the charge of 
the Dutch Foreign Minister was car- 
ried out m the great court in the pres- 
ence of Queen Wilhelmina,

a Gistinguished gathering of diplomats,

Abraham van Karnebeek, President | 


of the Carnegie Foundation, with 
brief speech handed the palace into the 
care of its appointed custodians. He 
eulogized the interest shown in the 
peace movement by the Queen and em- 


phasized the significance of the in- 
auguration of the palace, expresaing 32. 
full meed of thanks for the generosity 
of Andrew Carnegie. 

Jonkheer van Swinderen, the retiring 
Dutch Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
then accepted the custody of the build- 
ing on behalt of the Diplomatie Corps, 
in which it Is vested under the Presi- 
dency of the Dutch Foreign Ministry. 
He referred to the opening of the Palace 


of Peace as an important page that had | 


been added to the history of arbitra- 
tion,..the significance of which was 
deepened, he said, by the presence of so 
many statesmen and lawyers of inter- 
He paid tributes to 
the late Melville W. Fuller, Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme 
Court; to Nicholas Muravieff, ex-Rus- 
sian Minister of Justice; to Auguste 
Beernaert, ex-Belgian Minister of State; 
to T. M. C. Asser, ex-Dutch Minister and 
Councillor of State, and to-others now 
dead who had adorned the Court of 
Arbitration. 

Then, after a few sentences in French 
eulogistic of Andrew Carnegie, who, he 
said, ‘‘had placed the fruits of his 
strenuous labors at the service of hu- 
maity,”’ M. van Swinderen turned to 
Mr. Carnegie, who was standing beside 
him, and said in English: 

“Mr. Carnegie, there is no doubt, I 
should think, that you to-day are the 
happiest man among us, seeing in these 
surroundings the transformation of your 
beautiful, high-spirited munificence into 
this future seat of international tribun- 
als. In the name of the civilized powers 
of the world I address you. The whole 
world shares your views and has proved 


lits deep appreciation of your generosity 


by voting with imposing unanimity the 
funds necessary to keep this temple al-

Warns Against Over-Optimism. 
Reverting into French, the Foreign 
Minister, holding the key of the Palace, 


asked: ‘Would the edifice live up to its } 


high-sounding name?” He then 
answered his own question with an em- 
phatie ‘“‘no! Not if it is taken to imply 
that its bell wili sNsrtly ring in the 
inauguration of eternal peace—two 
words which are always out of place 
except when they are inscribed over 
the entrance gate of a cemetery.’’ Then 
he added an emphatic ‘yes! If ex- 
pectations do not attempt a flight be- 
yond the borders of what, humanly 
speaking, is possible of realization.” 

Speaking of the Palace of Peace as a 
“laboratory for the regeneration of 
moral forces,’”’ M. van Swinderen de- 
clared that, although the principle of 
arbitration had been accepted by ever- 
expanding areas, ‘‘ the memorable words 
uttered by the American statesman, 
Elihu Root, Senator from New York, at 
the laying of the foundation stone of the 
Pan-American Building at Washington, 
remain the true maxim of all arbitra- 
tion treaties—‘the matters in dispute 
between nations are nothing: the spirit 
which deals with them is everything.’ ”’ 
He concluded: 

‘‘ All controversies can be settled from 
the moment that the two contending 
parties desire a settlement, and diplo- 
macy can greet the inauguration of this 
temple with head held high and a heart 
full of hope.” *

In responding in a humorous speech 
Mr. Carnegie related the history of his 
own career and expressed the pleasure 
of his wife and himself at having wit- 
nessed the inauguration of the beauti- 
ful Palace of Peace. 

After the dinner the guests attended 
the Queen’s reception at the Royal Pal- 
ace. 

The acceptance of the Peace Palace 
to-day by Minister of Foreign Affairs 
van Swinderen was his last official act. 


Deacription of the Building. 


The Palace of Peace is the gift of An- 
drew Carnegie, who, in 1903, placed at 
the disposal of the Dutch Government 
the sum of $1,500,000 for the purpose, 
as expressed in his offer, ‘‘of erecting 
and maintaining at The Hague a Court 
House and library for the Permanent 
Court of Arbitration established by the 
Treaty of July 29, 1899.” 

To provide a site for this, the first 
structure ever erected for such a pur- 


pose, the Dutch Government appro- 
priated $275,000. The site selected is in 
a section of wooded and hilly park 
stretching from The Hague to Scheven- 
ingen. 2 

The cornerstone was laid July 30, 
1907. <A world-wide competition for 
plans and designs for the palace was 
established, and the first prize was 
awarded to M. Cordonniere, a Brussels 
architect. The building as completed, 
however, does not represent the original 
plans, the Carnegie Committee having 
reserved the right to modify all de- 
signs. With M. Cordonniere’s plans for 
a foundation, M. van de Steur was ap- 
pointed to carry out the modified de- 
sign and remained in direct control 
of this work until the completion of the 
building. 

The Palace of Peace, as completed, 
does not represent any precise style of 
architecture, but it is regarded by archi- 
tects as one of the most impressive 
modern buildings in Europe. Rectangu- 
lar in shape, it forms roughly a square 
of eighty-five yards by eighty-six yards, 
and incloses a beautiful formal garden, 
On three. sides the building constitutes 
the Court House, and on the fourth or 
west side are the quarters of the li- 
brary. The facade of the second floor 
is adorned with statues, the figures rep- 
resenting Science, Agriculture, Art, Nav- 
igation, Commerce, Industry, , Con- 
science, Eloquence, Will-Force, Study, 
Authority, Humanity, Constancy, and 
Wisdom. 

The main windows of the great court 
are guarded by statues of Justice and 
Law, and over the central gable above 
the main entrance stands a figure of 
Peace. Just below, over the corridor, 
stand two lions. 

The statuary, however, is not confined 
to the symbolic. Four men have been 
honored by busts. These are Hugo 
Grotius, who has been called the pioneer 
of international law; King Edward 
VII., Sir Randall Cremer, and William 
T. Stead, the writer and peace leader, 
who perished in the Titanic. 

The great court is an imposing hall 
about 74 feet long by 40 feet in width 
and rising to the full height of the 
palace.

The granite constituting the base of 
the walls was presented by the Gov- 
ernments of Norway and Sweden. The 
Italian Government presented the mar- 
ble which decorates the interior of the 
corridors, and the grand marble stair- 
case is a gitt from the city of The 
Hague. The stained-glass windows are 
the gifts of the Dutch Government and 
Great Britain, while France has sent 
not only the great painting which is the 
most striking decoration of the great 
hall, but many of the tapestries and 
minor decorations.

FOUND DECAYED MEATS 


wInvestigators .Asserted That Con- 


6 


tractor and Ellis Island Offtcials 
Tried to Hamper Thelr Work. 


Charges that unfit food has been 
served to immigrants and employes on 


Ellis Island under the commissary con- 


tract, will be investigated by a special 
commission appointed by Secretary Wil- 
son of the Department of Labor and 
Commissioner General Caminetti of the 


Immigration Bureau. The commission 
will meet in the office of United States 


Chinese Inspector Sisson, at 17 State 
Street, at 9:30 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing. Supt. Baker and others at Ellis 
Island admitted yesterday that they 
had been notified that the hearings 


would be held, but they said that they 
did not know when or where the com- 


mission would meet. 
The appointment of the special com- 


mission followed a report made to 
Commissioner General Caminetti at 
Washington by representatives of 
the Bureau of Municipal Research 
and~ others. A committee, consist- 
ing of Alfred W. McCann, Dr: 
Marion B. McMillan, Chief of the 


Division of Food Inspection of the De- 
partment of Health; Dr. Carl EB. Mc- 
Combs, Joseph Ermatinger, and Roscoe 
Walsworth of the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, went to Ellis Island on July 
30 to investigate a rumor that a boat- 
load of bad fish had been shipped to the 
island two days before. ; 

According to the report made by this 
committee to Commissioner General 
Caminetti, one of the first persons they 
accosted on Ellis Island, was Inspector 
Alexander. He made this statement in 
reply to inquiries as to the food sup- 
plied on the island: 


The food sent down here for use in the 
restaurant and for food for immigrants is 
terrible.. Bad meat, bad fish, bad butter, 
and other bad food is common. A lot of 


bad fish did come down on Monday, as 
you say, but it has not been on the bill 
of fare. Some of us think it was a job 






lot, bought cheap, to be held over for 
¥riday, when fish is on the bill. Martin 
Hartvig of the telegraph office and many 


others can tell you more, t do not dare 
open their mouths, for fear of losing their 
jobs: For Heaven's sake, don’t get me- 
mixed up in this! Things are so bad here 
that some of us have had to get a cooking 
stove and prepare our own food after bring- 
ing it from New York. 

According to the report, when the 
committee tried to inspect the kitchen, 
a Mr. Hudgins of the contracting firm 
of Hudgins & Dumas, which supplies 
the foodstuffs, refused to let them do 


so, saying that he knew his rights. He 
insisted that the investigators must 


first get permission from the Commis- 
sioner. The Acting Commissioner, in 
turn, according to the report, refused 
to give such permission until the com- 
mittee could bring him proper creden- 
tials, and when informed of the sup- 
posed shipment of bad fish to the isl- 
and, he is said to have replied: 
“You'll have to see Hudgins about 


that.”’ 
As the investigators filed out, ac- 
cording to their report, Hudgins ap- 


proached McCann and said: 

““T’d like to know who tipped you off.”’ 

When the investigators tried to buy 

four 50-cent lunch packages such as 
were sold to immigrants, according to 
the report, the girl in charge refused 
to sell them, saying the Commissioner 
had so ordered. When McCann tried to 
buy some through one of the immi- 
grants, Hudgins, according to the re- 
port, ran toward him and threatened to 
throw the investigators out. 
“Two days later, when they returned 
aon the proper credentials, there was 
no-trace of the supposed boat load of 
Yad fish that had first led them to 
make the investigation. 

Inspecting the restaurant and kitchen, 
they found, according to their report, 
“trays of ribs of pork—some of which 
were mouldy and unfit for food; one 
loin of pork—sinewy, soft, and offensive 
to the smell—in the same refrigerator 
with good food. In a refrigerator four 
pork barrels filled with odds and ends 
of beef. All the beef in one barrel bad, 
and offensive in odor. Three other bar- 
relseo{ poor quality, but fit for food. 
Two barrels of lamb chucks and neck 
pieces—prohibited in the contract. All 
mouldy except one piece of some six 
pounds.”’ 

In this connection, according to the 
report, Hudgins explained: 

“We have had no chance to pass on 
this yet. We burn about 150 pounds of 
bad meat every day in the crematory.”’ 

And he called a chef who. explained 
that this meat would be burned right 
away. 

On this visit, according to the report 
filed with Commissioner General 
Caminetti, the investigators found that 
Hartvig, an employe of the telegraph 
office, with whom they had talked for 
a moment, was discharged by the man- 
ager at Hudgins’s request, five min- 
utes after he had been seen talking 
with them. When they informed the 
Acting Commissioner ; of Immigration 
of this, they say, he replied that that 
was an “entirely unofficial matter”’ 
and didn’t concern him. An inspection 
of the lunch boxes sold to immigrants, 
aceording to the investigators, showed 
that no food fit for babies was included. 

Dr. McCombs and Mr. McCann went 
to Washington to put their findings be- 
fore the Commissioner General of Im- 
migration on Aug. 9. They were told to 
file a report, and that the matter wouid 
be taken up with Secretary Wilson of 
the Department of Labor when he re- 
turned to Washington. 

It was after a conference between 
Commissioner General Caminetti and 
fis chief that the Special Commission 
was appointed to sift the charges, It 
consists of Jamés L. Hughes, Chairman, 
Assistant Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion of Philadelphia; U. S. Inspector P. 
I. Prentis of Chicago, and Richard H. 
Taylor. It will hold sessions here and 
at. Ellis Island.

This man has dressed me up like an heir- 
ess, and says if I marry him he will not 
give me to the white slave dealers. [ am 
heart-broken and cry all the time. I had 
to go to a doctor, I was so ill. Pray to 
God to take me. Give my love to Paul. 
With love and a broken heart. Pray God 
for me. ARDELLE. 


The police say it is peculiar that the 
girl did not reveal her address if she 
was under restraint. 

The girl is a graduate of Public School 
No. 6, Hoboken, and had planned to en- 
ter high school this Fall. Recently her 
photograph appeared on two moving 
picture films which had been taken in 
Hoboken for the purpose of booming the 
city.

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THE DOMINICAN RECEIVERSHIP. 
é The disposition of the Administra- 
jtion to displace competent and ex-

‘General Receiver of Customs in Santo 
Domingo, Mr. WiLLI1AM J. PuLuLiaM, 
‘and the appointment in his place of 
‘Mr. WALKER W. VICK, one of the long 
list of successful New Jersey office 
wseekers, is a case in point. Mr. Vick, 
who is said to be an intimate friend 
,of intimate friends of the President, 
has had no experience whatever in 
‘the Customs Service and has no ac- 
quaintance with the Spanish language. 
..A command of Spanish and familiar- 
ty with customs procedure were con- 
wwidered essential qualifications of the 
}General Receiver when Mr. PuLLiaM, 
‘e Democrat, by the way, was appoint- 
‘ed in 1907, when the convention be- 
heween the United States and the 
‘Dominican Government was signed. 
me The office is not political, the salary 
‘ "Ys paid by a foreign Government, and 
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the President of the United States, 
who, by the terras of the convention, 
designates the Receiwer, with the un- 
derstanding that tne designation shall 
be satisfactory to Santo Domingo, does 
so without the usual formality of con- 
sulting the Senate. That body ex- 
pressly waived its privilege in this 
matter when the convention was made. 
The Receiver is authorized to super- 
vise all customs collections and has 
authority to deposit 55 per cent. of 
the revenues, less expenses of collec- 
tion, in trust for the national cred- 
itors. Mr. PuLLiaM, who has been 
removed, has been a’ competent officer 
and has had twenty years’ experience 
in Government service, while the 
claims of his assistant, Mr. EDWARDs, 
who has also had large experience in 
Santo Domingo, have been ignored in 
the appointment of Mr. VICK, which, 
by the way, was made in Washington 
without consultation with the Domin- 
ican Government. 

It is a matter of record that due 
protest was made by the Dominican 
Government against this irregularity, 
but without avail. This matter is of 
comparatively small importance, but 
it is of interest, as it shows how the

of Mexico. It would be well if this 
information, or a summary of it, could 
be given to the American public. Mr. 
GAMBOA asserts that of the thirty-one 
political divisions of the neighboring 
republic, twenty-two are under the 
control of President HvuERTA’s Govern- 
ment, which has 80,000 effective 
troops under arms. This is a much 
larger army than Porririo Diaz ever 
claimed, and if Mr. Gamsoa’s estimate 
of the strength of his party is accu- 
rate, Huerta is about as strongly sup- 
ported as MADERO ever was. 

President WuLson’s eloquent appeal 
to all the people of Mexico cannot fail 
to have effect.. But we must bear in 
mind that such an appeal ‘cannot be 
so effective in a country like Mexico, 
in which so large a part of the popu- 
lation is composed of illiterate Indians 
and half-breeds, as it would in a coun- 
try more advanced in civilization. 
Most of the people of Mexico will 
never hear of the President’s mes- 
sage. Many of those whom it reaches 
cannot be influenced by such an ap- 
peal. The Mexican problem is not 
simple; but its solution seems nearer 
than it was. 
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A NEW DEFENSE OF SULZER. 

The Review of Reviews, to which we 
are accustomed to look for sound ex- 
positions of Progressive doctrine, has 
put forth a new and most interesting 
defense of Gov.

A Government building is needed for 
the properrepresentation of the graphic 
arts, bookmaking, photography, the 
manufacture of paper, stationery, and 
writing materials, and of colors; of the 
technique of reproduction with photo- 
graphic transfers to wood, stone, and 
metal; of all the printing processes, 
including those of books, magazines, 
and newspapers, and of the machinery 
and labor that go with them in the 
United States. The Leipsic Exhibi- 
tion is intended to create a laudable 
and friendly competition in civilized 
countries in all these arts and indus- 
tries, which have a direct bearing upon 
the problem of the education of the 
public and the dissemination of knowl- 
edge. France has voted an appro- 
priation of $100,000, little Switzerland 
has given $10,000, and Turkey, de- 
spite its terrible disasters, has also 
sent its contribution.

That was as practical and 
businesslike as could have been any act 
of a grocer or ironmonger with never a 
suspicion that the words ‘‘ time’’ and 
‘* space ’’ need a new definition, or any 
definition at all, for that matter—or 
would have been if the price of tickets, 
single and course, had been included in 
the deft advertisement—and presumably 
the attendance will be large and fash- 


ionable. 

Those of us who read M. Brrason’s 
books before they were banned find 
difficulty in remembering anything in 


them that rendered their condemnation 
necessary. They are very well writ- 
ten and quite ingenious enough to be in- 
teresting, but as a result of their peru- 
sal little remains except a suspicion in 
some minds and a conviction in others— 
the one or the other as the reader’s 
competence in science and philosophy is 
more or less—that the truths in them 
are all old and the novelties all false.

EDIBLE MUSHROOMS. 


Those That Grow Wormy Are De- 
clared to be Safe. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


I have learned to identify a goodly 
number of mushrooms from an old herbal 
given me by a friend, and through the de- 
scription by my old grandmother who picked 
mushrooms in the hardwood and pine forests 
of the Sumava in Bohemfa, 
Prof, Atkinson, in his comprehensive work 
on mushrooms, tells substantially what the 
old black-letter type herbal and my grand- 
mother often stated: 

Avoid mushrooms having bright colors 
and bitter or pungent taste, 

Shun mushrooms that do not show signs 
of worminess after one hour or so from 
gathering. 

One of the best of woodland mushrooms, 
the Boletus edulis (which, by the way, is 
far superior in quality to the common 

meadow mushroom, the Agaricus campestris,) 
will be found infested with maggots if ex- 
posed to sunlight or heat an hour or so from 
the time of gathering, even being attacked 
.by larvae while quite fresh in the early 
morning hours. 

Of course, no one would care to eat a worm- 
ridden mushroom, but this is one infallible 
test of its edibleness. Poisonous mushrooms 
are not infested. Mushrooms should be 
gathered early in the morning, after night 
rains or hot nights in July and August, and 
specimens half grown or in the button stage 
are best, The full grown are already in a 
state of decomposition; oxidization has taken 
place, which destroys the wholesome quali- 
tles of all edible fungl. 

Finally let me advise this much as a pre- 
caution: Partake only of perfectly fresh 
mushrooms, using sound specimens, not 
or water-logged ones. To enjoy them fully 
they should be served hot, and never warmed 
for a second time. Rather throw the balance

THE GREEK CHURCH 


Holds Services in Greek and Is 


Headed by the Metropolitan. 


To the Fditor of The New York Times: 

The recent Sunday article on the Balkan 
racial problem by Prof. Hart is so illuminat- 
ing that it seems doubly worth while to 
point out two or three errors of fact with 
regard to the Greek branch of the Orthodox 
Church. Prof. Hart writes: 


The Greek Church !s further subdivided 
into Greek, Bulgarian, and Servian National 
Churches, which have no common head. 
Their form of worship is about the same; 
their churches resemble each other; they 
all have the married clergy and hold their 
services in Old Bulgarian. 


Strictly speaking, the title ‘* Orthodox 
Church of the East’’ should be used for the 
entire communion. The Greek Church has 
from the beginning used only the Greek 
language in its ritual; there is perhaps no 
point about which the Greeks are more 
acutely sensitive than the retention of this 
language (in the early Byzantine, not the 
classical form,) for all ecclesiastical purposes. 

Again, when Prof. Hart says: 

In Constantinople the Greeks have a Pa- 
triarch, who is the head at the same time 
of the Church of Greece and of all the 
Greek Christians in the Turkish Empire. 


This is inaccurate as regards the Church 
in the Kingdom of Greece. Since 1850 the 
spiritual head of that Church, the Metro- 
politan of Athens, has been recognized—even 
by the Patriarch of Constantinople, who for 
many years had refused to do so—as' entirely 
independent, and the Church in that kingdom 
as ‘‘autocephalous.'” The King is the tem- 
poral administrative head, in that all the 
Archbishops and Bishops are appointed by 
him, All the higher clergy are salaried by 
the State.

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INSANE CRIMINALS. 


Should They Be Punished as a De- 
terrent to Others? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If Thaw is extradited on a warrant 
charging him with any crime, for instance, 
bribery, he cannot be found guilty of that 
crime unless he {fs found sane, can he? 
And if he is found not guilty on the ground 
of insanity, will it be compatible with in- 
ternational courtesy then to take him at 
once and shut him up for the other cause, 
insanity? 

The word “guilty’’ has boggled up all 
this business of insanity by leading to a 
confusion of legal guilt with moral guilt. 
Moral guilt is not a proper ground of pun- 
ishment in any case. It is not at all 
a good thing to jail a man because he fs 
so wicked or because so abhor him. 
This does nothing but harm. The only 
good reason for jailing a man is either 
to reform him (in which most of our jails 
are great failures) or to frighten him 
and others out of doting the same thing 
another time. The only relevance of the 
fact of insanity Is its relevance to the 
question whether the jail can effectively 
produce these results. This applies equally 
to capital punishment. 

The legal test of lumacy as a bar to 
punishment ought to be not, as is com- 
monly said to be, “Did he know enough 
to know that what he did was wrong?” 
but “Is he such that punishing him would 
be a valuable deterrent to others?” A 
man who has certain forms of mania can- 
not be deterred from crime by any pos- 
sible knowledge of the punishments that 
have been inflicted on others; neither can 
sane men’s fear of punishment be affected 
by what is done to such a man. Well, 
then, there is no justification for inflicting 
on this man any punishment as punish- 
ment, even if he did know (as is not at 
all impossible) that what he did was wicked.

The only thing we can justifiably do te 
him is to put it out of his power to do 
more mischief. A man who is Insane 
in certain other ways will still be gov- 
erned more or less by the fear of pun- 
ishment, and sane men who want to com- 
mit crime will be governed more or less 


by the question whether they hope to get 
milder treatment 
of insanity. Well, then, 
actly the same justification 
any penalty on this insane man there 
is for inflicting it on a sane man, even if 
the lunatic did not feel the moral charac- 
ter of his act, For there is no justifica- 
tion for inflicting any penalty on any- 
body except the hope of

Nobody believes that Czolgosz 
thought he was doing wrong in shooting 
McKinley. Nobody believes that Czol- 
go0sz, who knew that he was facing the 
prospect of immediate lynching with the 
certainty of the electric chair if he was 
not lynched, would have been deterred 
by any penal statute that men’s brains 
could -devise. Most people feel that there 
is more than reasonable doubt whether 


Czolgosz was sane. But he was put to 
death simply because to let him off would 
have had a substantial effect in weaken- 
ing the deterrent value of the law as re- 
gards others who may wish to shoot Pres- 
idents. And no One who does not justify 
Czolgosz's act can doubt that his execution 
was as justified as any case of capital 
punishment.

SELFISH SMOKERS 





Openly Violate Rules in Trains and 
Public Places. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Referring to the letter from ‘‘ Non-Smok- 
er,’ I think that unless the non-smoking 
public make a stand for their rights, it is 
only a question of time when the rules 
against smoking will become a dead letter. 
The rule prohibiting smoking on the stations 
and trains of the elevated railway is not 
enforced, and smoking is general on station 
platforms and not uncommon on the plat- 
forms of cars. The most flagrant violation 
of the rule may be seen on the platforms of 


the shuttle train running between 129th 
Street and Harlem River. The four rear 
seats rule for Summer surface cars is 


seldom heeded, and smokers seat themselves 
wherever they please. 

The Erie Railroad Company's rules former- 
ly forbade smoking on the upper decks of 
its ferry boats, but this rule was recently 
modified, despite the protests of non-smokers, 
and smoking is allowed on the ‘‘ rear end”’ 
only, with the natural result that smokers 
promenade the deck from end to end to the 
annoyance of non-smokers, who are thus 
driven to the hot and close cabin helow. 

Smoking is now general In restaurants, and 
a non-smoker can seldom take 
out the sickening fumes of tobacco 
by a man who has a_e profound 
regard for the rights and comfort of others. 
Guards and conductors on cars and attend- 
ants in public rooms where smoking is for- 
bidden never see a violation of the rule un- 
less some one calls their attention to it. 

I hold that smokers by their brutal selfish. 
ness and their habitual disregard of reason- 
able rules should no longer be allowed to 
distress and annoy those wno do not smoke, 
and all who are on the side of cleanliness 
and decency should do everything to dis- 
courage this filthy habit, which is a detri- 
ment to all except those in the tobacco trade. 
I am in favor of a State law prohibiting 
smoking in all public rooms and public con- 
veyances, with proper provisions for its en- 
forcement.

Bananas are not a_ dessert, they are a 
food, therefore let us have them for just as 
little money as —, and let people in 
eneral eat more of them.

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UNMARRIED MILLIONS 


Would Live Longer If They Re- 
duced Their Proportions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


“Why are thirty-nine out of every 
one hundred male adults without 
wives?” 


““Why is the death rate of unmarried 
so much higher than that of married 
men and women?” 

The primary purpose of these ques- 
tions, which were the basis of my brief 
article on ‘ America’s 17,000,000 Un- 
married Adults,” was to direct attention 
to an important angle of life conserva- 
tion and of eugenics which has been 
more or less overlooked. The wide- 
spread comment through the Press and 
the mails which has followed is a hope- 
ful sign, for it indicates the constantly 
increasing interest of the public in these 
questions so vitally affecting the ad- 
vancement of our race. 

It is noticeable, however, that few it 
any of these comments refer to the posi- 
tive side of eugenics to which the state- 
ment that we have constantly 9,000,000 
unmarried women and 8,000,000 unmar- 
ried men in the United States might 
well invite attention. For it is obvious 
that, if the millions of the unmarried 
who are physically and mentally fit, or 
even a portion of them, were married, 
our declining birth rate would not only 
be checked, without necessarily increas- 
ing the size of families, but.the pro- 
portion of the physically and mentally 
fit among the new lives that are being 
brought into the world would be in- 
creased. If, as many seem to think, it 
is necessary to enact drastic laws to 
prevent the reproduction of the unfit, it 
is surely worth while to encourage the 
reproduction of the fit from the sound 
stock already here. 

This is not a problem of statutory law, 
but one of natural law—of moral trend, 
of individual and national conscience. 

The high cost of living is quite gen- 
erally given as the reason for our great 
number of unmarried people. While 
this is obviously an important factor 
in discouraging matrimony, it is easy 
to overestimate this influence, 

Our national sin of extravagance, the 
cultivation of expensive tastes, the habit 
of spending for present pleasures in- 
stead of saving for the inevitable rainy 
day and old age, the practice of living 
up to and beyond our incomes, using 
the high cost of living as an excuse for 
such extravagance, can easily be con- 
ceived to have a far greater influence in 
preventing matrimony than the _ in- 
creased cost of necessities and ordinary 
comforts. 

While it is interesting to analyze the 
various phases of this problem, final! 
conclusions cannot safely be based 
upon observation in a narrow environ- 
ment. 

For instance, frequent reference is 
made to stenographers and other women 
it is claimed, prefer the 
independence and indulgences which 
their salaries procure for them to the 
sacrifice necessary if they married 
young men receiving the same or slight- 
ly larger incomes, 

While this may be true of many in 
this class, yet it must be remembered 
that the number of unmarried work- 
ing women receiving substantial sal- 
aries form but a small portion of the 
9,000,000 unmarried women in the cities 
and rural districts of our country. 

The census shows that the percentage 
of unmarried women in the total num- 
her above the age of 15 is $2.8 in urban 
and 26.6 in rural communities. 

This is a race or national problem. 
We are dealing with the trend of the 
entire population, and to fully grasp it 
we must look beyond our own immedi- 
ate surroundings. 

It is quite generally believed that the 
average age at which people marry is 
much higher now than it was twenty 
years ago. This may be true in some 
localities and some countries, and care- 
fully prepared arguments have been 
made based upon this conclusion in this 
country. And yet, the United States 
census figures show just the reverse. 
They show that the married portion of 
the male population over the age of 15 
was in 1890 53.9 per cent.; 1900, 54.5 
per cent., and 1910, 55.8 per cent. 
Married women, 1890, 56.8 per cent.; 
1900, per cent., and 1910, 58.9 per 
cent. 

They also show an increase in the 
number of married men of the age of 
15 to 19. In the age group of 20 to 24 
years, the advance has been from 18.9 
per cent. in 1890 to 21.6 per cent. in 
1900, and to 24 per cent. in 1910. From 
25 to 34 years from 61.5 per cent. in 1890 
to 60.6 in 1900, and to 62.8’in 1910. 

It would appear, therefore, that the 
trend is in the right direction, and that 
the high cost of living and the cost of 
high living have not entirely neutralized 
the influence which the prosperity of 
the last twenty years should have had 
upon the marriage rate in the younger 
ages. 

It seems clear that we must look 
deeper than this to account for the 
excessive number of unmarried adults. 

Prof. W. L. Wilcox’s recent analysis 
indicates that the death rate of un- 
married men is greater than that of 
married men to an extent ranging from 
per cent. to 119 per cent. in the 
groups up to the age of 70. One able 
and temperate critic feels that this 
high mortality among single men is 
due to causes within that group alone, 
and that married life itself does not 
prolong the years of those who enter it. 

A brief study of this subject will un- 
doubtedly bring the reasonable con- 
clusion that the high death rate of 
bachelors is due both to their greater 
exposure to adverse health influences 
and to the fact that the Benedicks have 
a more regular and more thoroughly 
supervised existence, in addition to the 
favorable influence of increased re- 
sponsibility. However this may be, the 
important fact with which the public 
should be familiar is, that the only 
available statistics show that the 
married group of our entire population 
have a lower death rate than the 
single group. 

Interest in this subject should not be 
confined to life insurance companies, 
but should extend to every individual. 

With a declining birth rate and an in- 
creasing death rate from violence and 
from diseases of degeneration, such as 
those of the heart, arteries, kidneys, 
&c., which tend to shorten the extreme 
span of life, and with an increasing 
number of insane and mental defectives, 
the American people have every reason 


to be keenly interested in the study 
and application of the vital problems in- 
volved in the two questions referred to 
above, and especially in the science of 
eugenics.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Aug. 
Casting their dignity to the winds for 
the moment, the Governors of twenty- 
five States, who are here attending the 
Governors’ Conference, mounted twenty- 
five scrawny burros this afternoon on 
the summit of Mt. Manitou, two miles 
above sea level, and indulged in a real 
race along the mountain trails. 
Care free Governors took 
to the idea keenly, but when it came 
to mounting the little animals several 
protested. The race had been arranged 
and two moving-picture men were ready 
and the Executives could not back out. 

Gov. William T. Haines of Maine was 
the first to mount with the remark: “I 
can see my finish at the next election.’’ 
One by one the Governors climbed on the 
indifferent beasts, and then went scamp- 
ering down the trail. Gov. Cary of Wy- 
oming, who tips the scales at 300 
pounds, employed a stable boy with a 
long blacksnake whip in order to keep 
up with the procession. On their return 
trip each Executive waved his hat fin the 
air and yelled like a Comanche. They 
all returned safely. 

Time was found for the sport easily, 
for with the selection of Madison, Wis., 
as the meeting place for 1914, permanent 
officers selected, and the discussion of 
‘**State Assumption of Nomination and 
Election Expenses,’ originally sched- 
uled for Saturday, out of the way, the 
conference was one full day ahead of 
its schedule. 

To-day’s programme included a dis- 
cussion of ‘‘ Distrust of Staves’ Legis- 
latures, the Cause, the Remedy.” Ths 
chief speakers were Govs. O'Neal of 
Alabama, Hunt of Arizona, and Hodges 
of Kansas. 

Assailing the ‘‘ two-house system” of 
legislative government as unrepresent- 
ative and inefficient, Gov. Hodges said 
if the people were to gain control of the 
law-making bodies of the States they 
must abolish unwieldy Legislatures and 
elect in their steati sixteen legislators 
who could devote their entire time to 
State business. 

‘*T believe these legislators should be 
nominated and elected upon a non-par- 
tisan ballot,’’ said Gov. Hodges. ‘* They 
should be paid salaries that would ene 
able them to give their entire time to a 
study of State affairs.’’ 

Far-reaching reforms {n the make-up 
and methods of State Legislatures, ine 
cluding more frequent sessions, smaller 
membership, better salaries for mem- 
bers, and a greater percentage of “* leg- 
islators at large’’ were advocated by 
Gov. O’Neal, who also urged an exten- 
sion of the Executive veto power. 

‘If State Constitutions stand in the 
way of necessary reforms,’’ said Gov. 
O’Neal, ‘‘let those Constitutions be 
amended. Let no narrow spirit of con- 
servatism check us in our efforts to 
make our State Governments more ef- 


ficient.”’ 


MAKES PLEA FOR MOTHERS. 


State Relief Advocated Before Many 
Delegates to Hygiene Congress. 


BUFFALO, Aug. 28.—While many of 
the delegates to the International Con- 
gress on School Hygiene were being 
shown around the city and the points of 
interest along the Niagara frontier this 
afternoon an earnest plea for an ade- 
quate system of State relief for de- 
pendent mothers was being made by 
Robert W. Hebberd, Secretary of the 
State Board of Charities of New York, 
in an address at the session of the Na- 
tional Conference on the Education of 
Backward, Truant, Delinquent, and De- 
pendent Children, which is also meeting 
here. The speaker’s extended experience 
in dealing with the subject of public 
charities on a large scale includes sev- 
eral years as Commissioner of Charities 
of New York City, in addition to his 
State service. A large number of dele- 
gates to the Hygiene Congress listened 
to Mr. Hebberd’s address. 

Mental hygiene and the hygiene of thd 
mentally abnormal child, medical inspec- 
tion of schools, and a symposium on 
health supervision of college and uni« 
versity students were the subjects con- 
sidered at to-day’s session of the Con- 
gress on School Hygiene. <A vigorous 
mental life the greatest source of 
health and the best hygienic prescrip- 
tion was advocated by some of the 
speakers. Air and exercise, it was said, 
can be made too much a fetish. Otherg 
placed athletics first. 

The programme to-day was curtailed 
while the delegates took an automobile 
trip. 

At the morning and late afternoon ses 
sions sixty delegates read papers on thd 
questions before the conference. 

The delegates also listened to an ad- 
dress from the Secretary General of the 
Congress, Dr. Thomas A. Storey of New 
York, who spoke about the protection of 
student health in the College of the 
City of New York. 

‘‘The protection of student health in 
the College of the City of New York,’ 
said Dr. Storey, ‘‘is accomplished 
through the organized activities of the 
Department of Hygiene, and by certain 
committees appointed by the President 
of the College. These committees are 
‘The Advisory Committee on Hygiene 
and Sanitation,’ and ‘ The Committee on 
Student Lunch Rooms.’ The Professor 
of Hygiene is Chairman of each of these 
committees, both of which are advisory 
to the President.”’ 


HONOR WEBSTER’S MEMORY. 


Franklin, N. H., Celebrates Resto< 
ration of Statesman’s Birthplace. 


FRANKLIN, N. H., Aug. 28.—Exer- 
cises celebrating the restoration of the 
house in which Daniel Webster was 
born on Jan. 18, 1782, were begun toe 
day and will be continued to-morrow, 
The homestead is a small wooden struc- 
ture, situated about two and a half 
miles west of the business district of 
Franklin, and was fast falling into de- 
cay when it was acquired by the Web- 
ster Association, which took over the 
whole Webster estate of about thirty 
acres. When the statesman first saw 
the light the home stood in what was 
then the Town of Salisbury, but in 1828 


the place was incorporated in the Town 
of Franklin.

Canal, has recommended to the Secre- 
tary of War, as one of the fundamental 
vegulations for the operation of the 
canal, that all vessels passing through 
the waterway shall be required to ac- 
cept the services of ‘an engineer-pilot 
provided by the canal authorities. This 
is to be done as a precautionary meas- 
ure to avoid injury to ,the locks and 
their intricate and costly machinery by 
any accident through a misunderstand- 
ing of signals. 

It has been estimated that sixty pilols 
will be required for the work, supposing 
that the capacity of the canal amounts 
to forty ‘‘lockages”’ a day. Every ves- 
sel desiring to pass through the canal 
will tie up at the approach piers at 
either terminal and pilots, furnished by 
the canal organization, will take charge 
at that point and reta:n control through 


the canal and into the ocean at the op- 
posite terminal. The ‘engines will be 
stopped entirely when the vessel goes 


an 


machinery is turned over. 

This arrangement ‘is similar. to that 
employed at the Suez Canal and also at 
several otner important canals. Con- 
gress will be asked to provide legisla- 
ticn to meet the demands of underwrit- 
ers for some protection in case an in- 
jury occurs to a vessel when thus in 
the control of the canal pilots. 

It is certain that in time of war such 
a egulation. for entire control by 
Government pilots would be necessary, 
and Col. Goethals takes the position 
that it is wise to‘ begin in time of peace 
and maintain the arrangement uniform- 
ly so that there would be no apparent 
hardship in the plan in time of war. 
It is recognized that there might be 
danger in time of war from an engl- 
neer of an unfriendly country disobeying 
signals and smasning into a lock and 
inflicting great injury to it.

Prof. Edward Morris Bowman, a noted 
organist, died yesterday at his, resi- 
dence, 799 East Seventeenth Street, 
Flatbush, He had been seriously ill 
Since last April and had been unable to 
make his usual trip this year to his 
Summer home at Squirrel Island, Me. 
Prof. Bowman was born at Barnard, 
Vt, July 18, 1842, the son of Joseph 
and Aesnath Borroughs Bowman. He 
was descended from Nathaniel Bowman, 





one of the founders of Watertown, 
Mass., who emigrated from England 
with John Winthrop in 1630, and was 


descended on his father’s maternal side 
from Richard Warren and Sarah Tril- 
ley, Mayflower Pilgrims.

game, which had been scheduled for 


Nov. 29. The Army people are firm in 
their decision, and have already made 
a contract with Glen Warner’s Carlisle 
Indians for a game which is to be 
Played here on the Saturday following 
Thanksgiving, the date originally set 
for the Navy game. The statement 
given out by the Athletic Council is as 
follows: 

“The Army Athletic Council regrets to 
state that after making every effort it 
has been unable to agree with the 
Naval Athletic Council upon the location 
for this year’s football game between 


the. Military and Naval Academies. 
While the Army Council gratefully ap- 


preciates the fact that the University 
of Pennsylvania has extended itself to 
the limit in providing accommodations, 
the demands made upon the Army Ath- 
letic Council have been growing at such 


a rate until at the present time they 


have assumed such proportigns that 
make the playing of the game upon 


Franklin Field impossible from an Army 
point of view. In the search for a lo- 
cation where the accommodations would 
be ample from every standpoint, and 
where the game would assume the as- 
pect of a truly national event, the Army 
suggested the Polo Grounds, in New 
York. This proposition did not meet 
with the approval of the naval authori- 
ties, however. The Army authorities, 
feeling that since the game could not 
be given this national aspect anywhere 
else except upon the Polo Grounds, 
preferred that it be returned to where 
it was originally played, upon home 
grounds. It was only after the naval 
authorities failed to agree to play upon 
the Polo Grounds, at West Point, or at 
Annapolis, that the Army Council found 
itself compelled to turn to the only 
cther Government institution for a game 
that would prove a fitting climax to 
the Army’s football schedule. Such a 
game has been arranged, and the Army’s 
opponent in this year’s championship 
game will be the team trom the Carlisle 
indian School. The game will be played 
at West Point on the 29th of Novem- 
ber.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—The 
announcement that there would be no 
Army-Navy football game this year was 
a surprise to army and navy officers 
here. Protests were heard on all sides 
against the decision of the Executive 
Committee of the Athletic Association, 
and a movement will be organized to 
obtain a reconsideration df the matter. 

Secretary Daniels said to-night that 
he was astonished and pained. He said 
that just as soon as opportunity offered 
he would take the matter up with the 
Navy athletic authorities and see if it 
could not be arranged to hold the game.

$2,000,000 IN SHORT WILL. 


In Fifty Words T. J. Kieley Left All 
He Had to His Wife. 

In a will of less than fifty words, 
filed yesterday, Timothy J. Kieley, who 
died on Aug. 19 last at his home, 246 
Waverley Place, disposed of property 
estimated at slightly less than $2,000,- 
000. ‘ Until his death led to the opening 
of his strong box in which he xept all 
his securities, not even his closest as- 
sociates imagined that his wealth would 
reach beyond six figures. 

In his short testament after directing 
that all his debts should be paid, he 
Bave his entire estate to his wife, Mrs. 
Margeret V. MKieley. The will con- 
tained no mention of his nephews, John 
Kieley and Daniel Wieley of Hounds- 
ditch Avenue, London, Mngland, nor of 
his *niece, Josephine Waters of 803 
Knickerbocker Avenue, Brooklyn, his 
nearest relatives. John J. Donavan. 
his lawver and adviser, was made execu- 
tor of the will. 

When asked yesterday what the ex- 
tent of Mr. Kiciey’s fortune would be, 
Mr. Donavan said that he had been un- 
able as yet to collect all the assets of 


the estate, but that as far as he had 
gone in his search he had uncovered 
securitics amounting to more than &1,- 
000,000, There was evidence, he said, 
or the existence of other targe property. 
In explaining the manner in which Mr, 
Kieley had amassed his fortune, the 
executor said that he had started as an 
engineer on steamboats in the coust 


trade, but had gradually turned toward 
energy saving devices, and through 
these appliances had reaped his fortune. 
At one time be was employed as en- 
gineer in the Butterick plant in West 
Thirteenth Street, but later, when his 
ship came in, he bought the land and 
made the factory his tenants. 

For placing his patents on the mar- 
ket .the inventor formed the firm of 
Mueller & Kieley, the only corporation 
in which he exercised a controlling in- 
terest. As his profits increased he placed 
them in realty and securities, living 
very simply. His manner of life, how- 
ever, Was never such as would lead his 
friends to think him wealthy, Even 
his wife, it is said, thought his fortune 
to be not more than $200,000.

The banks should 
know of the large remittances we had 
forwarded by ¢able to sustain our credit 
and thus prove the truth of our state- 
ments, especially through the Italian 
bank the sum of nearly $00,000; and on 
last Saturday we drew $15,500 from the 
Banco Popular, paying drafts to that 
amount, The only thing the interested 
parties have secured is our capture, like 
two bandits, and the heaping of scur- 
rilous criticism upon us, forgetting that 
if we were what they claim us to be, 
in our position we might have taken 
any amount of money.

Emilio Godoy adds to these telegrams 
testimony as to his own belief in the 
honesty and integrity of his brothers, 
and says that they were merely the 
victims of financial hard luck and in- 
experience. He says in part: 

‘“My brothers have lost enormous 
sums in European speculation, after 
they had dropped a fortune of from 
$125,000 to $175,000 since 1006 owing to 
the sharp decline in the shares of the 
Empresas Electricas and Socavon de 
Gerro de Pasco. It is a falsehood that 
my brothers have defrauded the retail 
stores, leaving friends and widows in 
misery, &c. It also is a falsehood that 
they desired to make a fortune by.their 
final operations, getting away with 
$100,000 or $200,000, and I emphatically 
aftirm that it is not true, not only be- 
cause my brothers tell me so, but also 
because nothing has been done to prove 
t.”

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State Taking Steps to Honor Issues 
Long Repudiated. 


Owners of bonds of the State of Louis- 
jana, some of which were defaulted 
years ago, were gratified to learn yes- 
terday that Gov, Hall had called a spe- 
cial session of the Louisiana Legislature 
for Sept. 8 to authorize a Constitu- 
tional Convention for the purpose of 
taking steps to remold the credit of the 
State, The convention will be called 
upon to consider, in addition to various 
issues of repudiated bonds, $11,000,000 of 
4 per cent. consolidated State debt, 
which matures on Jan. 1. A few months 
ago an attempt was made to sell a new 
issue of bonds bearing interest at the 
same rate as the maturing securities, 
the proceeds to be used to refund the 
debt, but all the bids received for the 
$11,000,000 offered aggregated only $102,- 
000, and the sale was postponed. 

E~. EK. Carpenter, Chairman of the 


Loulsiana) Debt Committee, said yester- 
day that an odiuatment of the State’s 
repudiated securities was expected to re- 
sult from the action of the Legislature, 
with a consequent advancement of 
Louisiana’s credit. There ure outstand- 
ing about $4,000,000 railroad bonds, is- 
sued with the guarantee of the State 
back in 1868, which have been in arrears 
as to interest since 1872, and were de- 
faulted as_to principat when they fell 
due in 1908, They were part of a $20,- 
000,000 issue, of which the balance was 
retired from time to time in the last 
thirty years. 

When the State fell upon hard times 
in the late seventies and taxes were 
difficult of collection, $1,500,000 ‘* baby ”’ 
bonds in denominations of $5 each, with 
interest at 74 per cent. a year, were 
put out to meet preening expenses. This 
paper was to be retired after six years, 
but when the time came the State 
Treasury was able to take care of no 
more than $500,000, The little bonds 
had been circulated like banknotes, but 
the default on the principal in 1886 de- 
stroyed the value of the outstanding 
41,000,000, and no effort to pay them 
off was made by later State Adminis- 
trations.

Government’s St. Louis Fur Sale. 
Fur merchants interviewed yesterday 
did not think that the Government auc- 
tion ef $100,000 worth of sealskins and 


silver fox skins in St. Louis this Fall 
would have any appreciable effect on 
this market. One of the largest im- 
porters said that the quantity of skins 
to be offered was insignificant. ‘ The 
Government,” he continued, ‘‘ is making 


a serious error in not selling the skins 
in London, because the London auctions 
are attended by-all large Huropean and 
American dealers. Also, in selling seal- 
skins at auction it has been the custom 
to grade them both as to size and qual- 
ity, and to do this effectively requires 
experience. Placing sealskins for sale 
in St. Louis, in the hands of a concern 
that has had no experience in handling 
and grading such skins, cannot inspire 
confidence in buyers, and the goods 
will be sure to bring much lower prices 
than if they were offered in London, or 


even in this city. If the Government, 
deciding against London as an_ outlet 
for the furs, had chosen New York it 


would have been more logical, because 
974%, per cent. of the dealers and man- 
uafeturers are located here, Concern- 
ing the offerings of silver fox, the 
quantity of that fur to be offered will 
also be too small to attract much at- 
tention.”’

The Local Board, through its 
Chairman, Charles C, Schoneck, recommended 
at the close of the school season that the 
grounds of Public School 48, Eighteenth 
Avenue and Sixty-seventh Street, be put in 
a@ proper condition, that an appropriate en- 
trance be erected for Public Schoo! 104, 
Eighty-second Street and Fifth Avenue, as 
the only entrance was from the rear; that 
portable buildings be erected to relieve Pub- 
lic School. 112, Fifteenth Avenue and Sev- 
enty-first Street, which in June last had 
1,500 children on part time; that the use of 
Public School 104.as a high school be con- 
tinued after the new girls’ high school is 
opened, and that !t be known as a boys’ 
high schooh The Local Board has algo re- 
ported that repairs and alterations are need- 
ed in and around Public Schools 48, 94, 102, 
104, 105, 112, 118, 127, and 160. 

It ig said that the opening of Public Schools 
173 and 174, in District 40, Brooklyn, will 
only partly relieve the overcrowded condi- 
tion in that district, and that 2,200 children 
will still remain on part time. The Local 
Board has asked the Board of Education to 
provide for a new site and building in the 
neighborhood of Pennsylvania Avenue, a!most 
a block south of New Lots Road, ag the in- 
crease in  butidings and the consequent 
growth of schoo! attendance are to the 
This recommendation was made, 
it is sald, in order to avoid a condition 
where there would be inadequate accommoda- 
tions for the children, even if all should be 
put on part time.

The board 
for a week has been preparing rules for 
factory regulation which are not included 
in the statutes. Attorney General Carm- 
ody says on this point: ‘* I consider the 
powers of the Industrial Board along 


this line to be beyona question, and I 
advise that the proposed regulation is 
entirely within its jurisdiction and line 
of duty.” 

Acting upon this opinion the board 
passed a regulation providing that in all 
factory buildings less than five stories 
high the interior stairways shall be in- 


closed on all sides by partitions of fire- | 


resisting material extending continuously 
fram the basement. Another regulation 
was passed forbidding the storage of any 
articles of a combustible nature on 
stairways, landings, passageways or 
platforms, nor under any stairway un- 
less the Stairway and any partitions or 
doors under it are protected or con- 
structed of non-combustible material.

given through the deed of gift, have 
been long drawn out and nerve rack- 


ing to many sportsmen, who, up to a 
short while ago believed that the 
chances of a series were nil because 
of the insistence by Sir Thomas that 
the defender should be of the same di- 
mensions as Shamrock IV., the chal- 
lenger. : 

Aithough no positive action has been 
taken in regard to the building of a de- 
fender, it is known that designers are 
at work on two boats, which will in all 
likelihood, be of the size mentioned by 
Sir Thomas Lipton, 75 feet, water line. 

The best of five races will govern the 
series, the first of which is carded for 
Sept. 10. The second date will be Sept. 
12, and the third Sept. 15. Further 
races, if any, will be sailed on each fol- 
lowing Thursday, Saturday, and Tues- 
day until finished. 

The communication which decided the 
matter was a cablegram from H. . 
Garrett, Honorable Secretary of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Ciub, in answer to 
a letter which had all the earmarks of 
the last word in the matter, sent by 
George A. Cormack, Secretary of the 
New York Yacht Club. The cable read 
as follows: 

““Your letter of the 31st’ ult. re- 
ceived. We are sorry our cable of 
July 19 has given rise to misunderstand- 
ing. The conditions proposed by your 
club were accepted and signed by the 
Royal U Ister Yacht Club with a full ap- 
preciation of clause you now emphasize 
namely, “all the agreements and un- 
derstandings between the two. clubs are 
set forth in the foregoing enumeration 
of conditions.”’ 

The only change in the conditions as 
against those which have governed the 
contests in previous years was one 
asked for by the Royal Ulster Yacht 
Club and which increases the time limit 
from five and one-half hours to six 
hours.

He assumes that the reference to your right 
to build a ninety-foot defender does not 
imply that this is the intention of your 
club, particularly in the face of Sir 
Thomas's offer of May 15 to build a ninety- 
foot challenger. A contest between yachts 
of unequal size would be wasteful and 
highly unsatisfactory. Sir Thomas under- 
stands and appreciates the grounds on 
which the New York Yacht Club desire to 
keep alive the right to defend with a 
yacht of greater length than a challenger, 
but he is convinced that a right so op- 
posed to the best interests of this im- 
portant international event will not be 
exercised by your club, and in this firm 
belief he has to-day authorized us to 
sign unconditionally the agreement which 
has been received, and looks forward with 
keen pleasure to a contest in September, 
1914, between yachts that will be fairly 
matched. The conditions, duly signed by

Secretary Cormack's letter to the Hon- 
orary Secretary of the Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club is conceded to have covered 
every detail of the previous correspond- 
ence in an exhaustive manner, and to 
have pointed out the defects in. the 
stand taken by, the challengers in a 
‘“yvou can take it or leave it manner.”

You state that Sir Thomas Lipton has au- 
thorized your committee to sign uncondl- 
tionally the agreement heretofore forwarded 
to you, but you say.at the same time, in 
substance, that Sir Thomas Lipton assumes 
that it is not the intention of our club to 
build a ninety-foot vessel, and that, while he 
understands and appreciates the grounds on 
which our club desires to keep alive the 
right to defend with a yacht of greater 
length than the challenger, he ts convinced 
that this right .will not be exercised by our 
club, ahd that it is in this firm bellef that 
he has given you the authority referred to 
to sign the agreement. ’ 5:

If there is any one thing which we have 
endeavored to make plain in the correspon- 
@ence which we have had the honor to con- 
auct with you and in certain other negotia- 
tions which we have had with Sir Thomas 
Lipton in the past, it is that we could not 
accede to the proposition that the challenging 
club could in any manner, directly or in- 
directly, be conceded the right to determine 
the. power or size of the defending vessel, 
s0 long as she came within the extreme lim- 
its set forth in the deed of gift. 

You requested us to accept a challenge 
conditioned upon the defending vessel not 
to exceed seventy-five feet'on the water line. 
This challenge, for the reasons given, we 
found ourselves obliged to decline. 

You then expressed your willingness to 
withdraw the condition if we would agree to 
an Interpretation of the deed of gift which 
you suggested, that the mere fact of naming 
a seventy-five-foot seth for the challenger, 
ipso facto, prescribed the same length as the 
limit for the defender. This we also found 
ourselves unable to accept. 

You then withdrew all stipulations as to the 
@ize of the yacht which should defend the 
cup, and forwarded a new challenge which 
contained no conditions upon this subject. 

After some correspondence concerning cer- 
tain details of thig last challenge, we ac- 
cepted it with the stipulation that ‘such 
acceptance is not to be effective until all the 
conditions governing the match shall have 
been agreed upon, reduced to writing, and 
signed by both clubs, as_ on former occa- 
siogs.’’ (See our cables of May 17 and 19, 
the terms of which were accepted in your
